_ Taene is something prrticularly touch- 
ing in the death of an old resident just 
as he was making preparations to go 
home. On Saturday morning it was 
learnt to everybody's sorrow that Mfr, 
Charles Overbeck had died suddenly of 
heart disease the previous night, at 
eight o'clock. Ho had not been in ‘very 
good health lately, but he was able to bo 
about, It is over thirty-three years since 
Mr. Overbeck came to China to join his 
brother Mr. Hermann Overbeck, who left 
China many years ago. Mr. Charles was 
very much liked and respected. He was 
twice married and leaves a widow with 
whom the most deep nnd sincere sympathy 
is felt. As a mark of respect to the 
deceased, the concert that was to have 
taken place at the Club Concordia on 
Saturday night was nbandoned. ‘The fun-

On the 22ud instant there was a 
regular riot amongst the labourers who 
upon being prohibited from leaving thoir 

wuarters, went on strike. ‘They were then 
told that they would forfeit their last two 
months’ pay if they porsisted in striki 
whereupon thero was a regular rush for 
Russian Consulate to demand the, pay 
owing them. ‘Tho Russian Cousul refusing 
on the same grounds, the men became 
riotous and the Cossack guards—only a 
fow in number—were called out anda volley 
was fired over the rioters’ heads tu make the 
mob disperse, On this the Intter became so 
mutinous and matters looked so threaten- 
ing that the Cossacks are reported to hare 
flung away their arms and abandoned the 
Consulate. The mub was just debating 
whether to set fire to the building or not 
when some Chinese-speaking foreigners 
from the Customs came on the scene as 
eace-makers, and showed the rioters that 
they were in the wrong, as they should have 
gone in the first place to complain of their 
treatment to the Newchwang Taotai, who 
was bound to take up their case. Further 
that if they set fire to the Russian Consu- 
late and did other acts of violence, their 
action would be construed as rebellion and 
matters would be the worse for the whole 
gang. These words are stated to have 
calmed the mob into reason and the whole 
crowd, some 700 strong, then marched to 
the Taotai’s yamén. As the mail was just

A LocaL vernacular paper reports the 
recent arrival at Paris of Yi Kéng (Man- 
chu) the new Chinese Minister to France 
and successor of a fellow Manchu, Ching 
Chins, who had to retire throagh the 
denunciations against him by Li Uni-huan, 
Chinese Minister at Berlin, owing to the 
murder and suicide of two attachés in the 
Paris Legation. ‘The vernacular paper states 
that when Yi Keéng arrived at Paris he 
called, in accordance with the usual official 
etiquette, on the French Forein Office, 
and amongst other things requested to 
know when he could have the honour of 
presenting his credontials to the President 
of the Republic. Tho reply given next day 
was that: ‘President Loubet had decided 
not to receive Yd Kéng until the Fronch 
boundsties at Kuangehou Bay had been 
satisfactorily settled by the Chinese 
Government.” The above, it may be 
noted, has been confirmed’ by dispatches 
received by the local mandarins from Nan- 
king and Peking, the latter announcing 
that this treatment of a Chinese Minister 
duly accredited is resented by the ‘Tsungli 
Yamén and that when the Empress 
Dowager heard it, her indignation was 
extreme. The reply of the French Go- 
vernment to Yii Kéng’s request is takon to 
indicate that, if the Kuanvchou Bay 
boundaries aro marked according to the 
desires of the French, well and yood ; Yit 
Kéng would, of course, be received with 
effusion. If not, then Yi Kéng must 
expect to receive his passports and leave 
France at once. 

‘Tas Hupao received on Wednesday a wire 
from its Peking correspondent to the effect 
that the Tsungli Yamén had received from 
the Russian Minister in Poking » most 
haughty and aggressive dispatch stecnly 
prohibiting the Chinese Government from 
engaging Mr. Yano, Japanese ex-Minister 
at the capital, as Chief Adviser to tho 
‘Tsungli Yamén, and also demanding that the 
further sending of Chinese youths to Japan 
to study the military profession be at once 
stopped.

About 
5 p.m. the waves assumed an uglier aspect 
and washing against the stone dyke carried 
away the greater part of it. ‘The people 
fied for their lives. Altogether 70 houses 
were washed away, together with 70 to 80 
people. The whole fishing village has 
disappeared, the locality presenting a most 
desolate appearance. 

‘Tux Japan Mail says :—“A telegram 
published by the Asahi says that the 
Corein Government, driven into a corner 
by Russia's persistence in the matter 
of Masampo, gave its final answer on 
the 13th instant, to the effect that it is 
entirely powerless to take any step of the 
nature desired by its visd-vis, and that 
if Russia has anything more to say, she 
had better address herself direct to Japan. 
If Cores has really adopted that course, 
it does more credit to her astuteness 
than to her dignity. Certainly such a 
reply is not calculated to satisfy Russia, 
It is probable that the true inward- 
ness of this Masampo business is not 
fully understood by the public.

‘The Dowager Empress of China yester- 
day caused a telegeain to be despatched to 
London requesting Mr. Pritchard Morgan, 
M.P. for Merthyr ‘Tyd&l, to proceed to 
China at once, in order to commence mining 
and commercial operations in the province 
of Szechuan. 

And it adds the following explanation of 
the message :— 

‘The message of the Queen Empress is 
explained by the fact that Mr. Pritchard 
Morgan has been appointed’ Unofficial 
Adviser on mining affairs to the Court of 
Peking and Administrator of Szechuan. Mr. 
Pritchard Morgan's mission to China is to 
place the whole of the mining affuirs of the 
Empire on a theroughly business basis. It 
is an enormous task. He commences work 
in Szechuan, the wealthiest province in 









































China, and one of the wealthiest tracts in 
the world, Reuter stated yesterday that 
the Tsungli Yamén had refused to ratify 
the mining concessions granted to the 
French on the ground that the regulations 
made by the Szechuan Mining Bureau had 
not been complied with. Mr. Pritchard 
Morgan is at the head of this Bureau. 

His instructions are to hold a complete 
geological survey of Szechuan. He has 
secured the services of Mr. Jack, for a 
long time Government Geologist of Queens- 
land, for a period of three years. Two 
assistant geologists go with Mr. Ja: 

Chungking will be made the headqu: 
of the survey. Mr. Pritchard 
will stop with Mr. Archibald Little.

His Chief Justice had ventured no 
further than the mild statement that ‘ bath- 
ing in the waters of the sea is, generally 
speaking, a lawful purpose;’ but he of the 
“great mind’ held that, by bathing, those 
who live near the sea are taught theie frst 
duty, that being to assist’ mariners in 
distress, and that they acquire by the 

rocess confidence in the waves, and learn 

jow to seize the proper moment for giving 

their assistance. The ingenuity of the 
contention is delightful, even though its 
practical application may leave something 
to seek ; and the memory of Mr. Justice 
Best is avenged.”

Laos tribes, the Yunnanese are intensely 
conservative in their tastes, That which 
they are accustomed to has their pre- 
ference, and our exports should, therefore, 
bear as much of an imitative character in 
these respects as can be managed.

Company is controlled by experts 
who have spesial knowledge of local ro- 
quirements, and our manufacturers will do 
well to act upon its counsel when prepar- 
ng their initial consignments.” 

‘Tae Globe of the 15th ult, says:— 
“<The general effect of Sir William White's 
address to the British Association yester- 
day on steam speeds at sea was that con- 
siderable increase might be expected in 
the sizo of the steamships of the future, 
but that any great increase in speed could 
only be accomplished gradually. He very 
completely knocked on the head the sati- 
guine view entertained by certain hopeful 
souls that, because great advances in speed 
had been’ recently made they were going 
to continue at the same rate, and that wo 
were on the brink of accomplishing fifty 
or sixty knots an hour, He very wisely 
pointed out that it was impossible to take 
the speed of torpedo-vessels as a standard 
‘of what might be done with larger vess 
of a sea-going type, yet he admitted that 
the lessons learned from these very specially 
constructed vessels had had its influence on 
the machinery of larger ships. His purview 
extended over the last sixty years, during 
which progress in sea travelling has been 
remarkable enough. During that time, if 
we may follow him in taking tho two 
Himalayas xs representative cases, length 
has increased about forty per cent, dis- 
placement has trebled, while speed has in- 
creased only by one-half, For many years 
the idea of increasing the size of ocean- 
going steamers withont limit was in aboy- 
ance, and it was supposed that the size 
of the Great Eastern would never be 
exceeded. It is now found that increased 
Iength and weight favour the better main- 
tenance of speed at ses. Hence wo find 
that the Oceanic, which has just made her 
anaiden trip to New York, is detually longer 
than was the ill-starred Great Hastern, 
and thxt considerations, not only of swift- 
ness under given conditions, but of regu- 
larity in nearly all circumstances of 
weather, point to an even greater extension 
of the same principle. The acquisition of 
greater eed, which depends upon s vast 
number of considerations, such as lightness 
of material for the hulls, the employment 
of special fuels, steam pressures, rates of 
revolution,and the multiplication of screws, 
must in the uature of things bo a matter 
of comparatively slow and certainly of 
deliberate growth.”

THE news which we publish to-day 
is unusually stirring, and will be read 
with gréat satisfaction by all English- 
men, using the word in its largest 
sense, including the English of Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and our 
colonial possessions generally, as it 
will be, we know, by a great num- 
ber of our American cousins. A 
glance at the map of South Africa 
will show that the Western frontier of 
Natal marches with the Orange Free 
State for about 100 miles, and that 
running parallel to this frontier is 
the Natal railway to Pretoria. This 
is a tempting objective to an enter- 
prising enemy, and one which it is not 
possible to protect in its entirety with 
the force at Sir G.. White’s disposal, 
without running the risk of weal 
garrisons being cut off and surrounded, 
which would necessitate a force being 

~ dispatched to their relief, and so 
compel the British to a definite line 
of advance through Natal—a line 
which for many reasons is undesir- 
able, Sir G. White therefore acted 
wisely in withdrawing — General 

Symons’s force from Newcastle 

and in disposing of it to cover 

the important railway junction ab 

Ladysmith. It is clear from the 

telegram that the Boers, fully alive 

to the strategical importance “of this 

“ point, advanced with some 4,000 
rifles ‘and “a battery to seize it. 
They appear’ to have selected a 
strong position within range of the 
British camp, on which they opened 
fire, Which looks as though their 
advance had partaken more or less 
of the nature of a surprise. How- 
ever this may be, General Symons 
“was more than equal to the occasion, 
for with soldierly instinct he assumed 
_ thé offensive with brilliant results, 

The telegrams, however, are not 
ilite clear as to whether General 

French’saction took placeimmediately 

after General Symons's attack, or was 

a sepatate engagement. Presumably 

Symons telegraphed back to Lady- 

smith the news of the Boer advance, 

iipon ‘which Sir George White 
hurried forward with French’s Cavalry 

Brigade and thus reaped the fruits 

of the infantry soldier's victory. 

This fight at Glencoe is of consider- 
ablé importance. The Boers, firm in 
the belief that attack and defeat of 
the British are synonymous terms, 
have recéived a rude check, They 
have been hustled out of a chosen 
position by a force probably not 
numerically superior to their own, 
but this has not been effected with- 
out severe loss on our side. Deplor- 
ablé is the news thatGeneral Symons’s 
wounds ate mortal, We can only hope 
that the worst anticipations may not 
berealised,and that this gallant soldier 
may yet livé to receive the rewards 








to which his bravery and skill 
entitle him. The proportion of losses 
amongst the officers is unusually 
heavy. Probably during the advance 
of our troops through the open 
country the Boer marksmen selected 
the officers as special objects for their 
aim, knowing how much depended on 
them and their leading. Besides, 
many of them would be rendered 
conspicuous by being mounted. 

The victory at Eland’s Laagte was 
also a costly one, as the storming 
of an exceptionally strong position 
on a rocky hill, held by men who 
can shoot as straight as the Boers, 
must be. ‘The capture of prisoners 
and pune is a proof that it was a 
valuable victory ; and that among the 
prisoners taken is the nephew of 
the Transvaal Commander-in-Chief 
will bring home to the Boers very 
forcibly what they have brought 
upon themselves by their insolent 
ultimatum. 

The move of the Channel fleet to 
Gibraltar is a necessary precaution. 
When time does not admit of affairs 
between nations being adjusted by 
the more delicate machinery of diplo- 
macy, the dispatch of a’ squadron 
answers in a practical manner the 
same end. In this case it suggests 
that England will tolerate no inter- 
ference from any source. 

The negotiations which led to the 
purchase of, or at any rate to the per- 
mission to use, Delagoa Bay as a base 
in the event of hostilities with the 
‘Transvaal were from their very nature 
of a most secret character, and could 
not safely be communicated to other 
nations. It is therefore not surpris- 
ing if the decision to make Delagoa 
Bay the base of operations may cause 
some irritation amongst other Powers 
which is best dealt with by firmness ; 
hence the significance of the move of 
the Channel fleet. 

By the acquisition of Delagoa Bay 
the British advance will be simpli- 
fied. Durban, the port of Natal, is a 
wretched harbour, with a bar which 
renders the landing of men and 
animals a work of extreme difficulty. 
It is besides some 50 miles further 
than Delagoa Bay from Pretoria, the 
immediate objective of the campaign. 
But the great advantage of Delagoa 
Bay is that the main operations of 
the war will be taken out of the 
Cape Colony, its dependencies, and 
Natal, and transferred to the enemy's 
territory. Not until Sir Redvers 
Buller arrives with reinforcements 
and commences an advance from 
Portuguese territory, can any decisive 
action be expected, and in the mean- 
time we must not be surprised 
to hear of small successes by the 
enemy in Bechuanaland, such as the 
affair at Vryburg. Eventually, how- 
ever, the pressure caused by Sir 
Redvers’ advance from the East on 
Pretoria will draw the main body of 
the Boers towards the . threatened 
point, when battle may be expected 


to take place some 50. miles east of 
Pretoria. Ofthe result of this en- 
gagement there can humanly speak- . 
ing be little doubt, though victory 
will not be obtained without consider- 
able loss; for whatever may be the. 
faults and weaknesses of the Boers, 
their greatest detractors have never 
attempted to throw any doubt on 
their gallant bearing in battle.

st evening, confirms the news re- 
ported from’ Saigon that the force 
from Dundee under Colonel Yule has 
succeeded in joining hands with Sir 
George White, and that the whole 
force is concentrated neat Lady- 
smith. There was a comparatively 
heavy loss in Tuesday’s fight, and 
the capture of a whole squadron of 
Hussars and eight officers is a 
sensible blow to the small force 
of British available. It is to be 
hoped that Sir George White will 
be able to hold his own until 
reinforcements can arrive; but our 
War Office seems to be as in- 
corrigible as ever, and so far from 
Lord Wolseley’s boast being true, 
that we could dispatch an army 
corps complete to any desired point 
in a week, it is now said that. it 
cannot be at the Cape before Christ- 
mas. The fact seems to be that our 
Government shared the belief of Mr. 
Chamberlain’s supporters generall 
that if they were firm enoug! 
President Kriiger would give way, 
and therefore they did not perfect 
the arrangements that should have 
been made for action in case the 
Boers, as is the case, did not give 
way. They do things, happily, very 
differently in India. Natal begged 
for troops, showing much more fore- 
sight than the Home Government, 
they were ordered from India, 
and almost as soon as they were 
ordered they were ready to go. If 
Natal is saved from the first on- 
' slaught of the Boers, it will be due to 
the readiness of the Indian authori- 
ties, There have been warnings 
enough of late years of the sudden- 
ness with which wars break out, but 
they have not been cnough to produce 
any salutary change in the antiquated 
red-tape methods of the permanent 
civilians who control our War Office. 
Distinguished soldiers who know the 
defects of our system and are burn- 
ing to remedy them try their hands at 
the improvement of matters, but the 
permanent civilians are always too 
much for them, and the soldiers are 
removed to other posts when they 
get to know the ropes enough to 
make a change. 

The earlier Reuter's telegrams that 
we publish this morning are not re- 
assuring, There have been many who 
have feared that the present war 
would not end before other combat- 
ants had been drawn into it; the 
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first disquieting hint was the news 
of the intended dispatch of the Chan- 
nel Squadron to Gibraltar, and now 
we are told that the hands at Ports- 
mouth dockyard are working over- 
time, preparing cruisers for sea. ‘The 
Transvaal has no fleet against whose 
cruisers it is necessary to protect the 
transports, and so ‘far there is no 
indication that any other Power is 
likely to assist the Transvaal. Rus 
sia has shown no signs of any inten- 
tion to back Oom Paul, and indeed 
there was an idea that we were to 
have a free hand in South Africa on 
condition of not interfering with any 
other Power in China. We gather 
from the German Press that there is 
a good deal of sympathy for the 
Boers in Germany, but it was under- 
stood that the German Government 
was not likely to interfere; in 
fact, in championing the Outlanders 
we are by no means fighting the bat- 
tle of the English exclusively. ‘The 
French have large interests in the 
Rand mines, and whatever amelio1 
tions in the lot of the mine-owners our 
action produces benefits the French 
as well as ourselves. It is not casy 
to see then what Power it is that it 
is thought may possibly make a move 
against us. 

We know from the telegrams pub- 
lished yesterday that Kimberley was 
in a state of alarm. There is a small 
local force there, comprising the 
Griqualand West Brigade, which in- 
eludes the Diamond Vields Horse, the 
Diamond Fields Artillery, and the 
Kimberley Rifles, but this force would 
be far outnumbered by the large com- 
mandos which we are told are advanc- 
ing on Kimberley. President Kriger 
has made a bold move by annexing 
by proclamation British Bechuana- 
Jand and Griqualand West, and that 
he should make such a move en- 
courages the suspicion that there is 
some European Power behind him. 
British Bechuanaland stretches from 
the German territory on the west 
coast to the Transvaal. The railway 
from the Cape to Rhodesia goes up 
through it, the line running closeto the 
Transvaal border. Griqualand West 
which, by proclamation, the Orange 
Free State is to have, belongs to Cape 
Colony, and it will be interesting to | 
see how the Afrikanders at the 
Cape receive this impudent. claim, 
which gives Kimberley and the dia- 
mond tines to the Orange Free State 
and makes Mr. Rhodes a Free State 
burgher, while Mafeking is made by 
a stroke of the pen an appanage of 
the Transvaal. It is difficult to be- 
lieve that these proclamations are 
mere bravado: in a little while, no 
doubt, we shall know a little better 
what President Kriger really means 
by issuing them. ’ After all, it may 
have been done in the hope that it 
would keep the natives quiet by 
making them believe that the Trans- 
vaal is strong enough to take away 
thesé countries from the British.

be great dissatisfaction at home with 
the bad management of the Govern- 
ment. The present is distinctly not 
a war into which the Government has 
been foreed by popular feeling: 
rather the people have had to be edu- 
cated by the Government and the 
Press into approving it. Had the Go- 
vernment been forced into war by 
popular feeling they might have had 
some excuse for unreadiness, but they 
have none now. They must take 
the blame for their unjustified belief 
that the Boers would not fight, that 
the Orange Free State would not 
join them, that the contingent from 
India was sufficient to protect Natal 
until they could get an Army Corps 
to the Cape: and if there isa serious 
disaster before the Army Corps does 
get there, they will be justly blamed 
very heavily. 





THE MANCHURIAN RAILWAY. 
26th Oct. 

A RECENT number of the London 
Times contained an account of a visit 
to the Russian railway works in Man- 
churia sent by an extremely com- 
petent and well-informed “occasional 
correspondent.” He begins with a 
short account of a trip from Peking 
to Kalgan, which the correspondent 
found to be a thriving, bustling city 
of from 50,000 to 60,000 inhabitants, 
doing a busy trade with Kiakhta on 
the north, Sining near Lake Kokonor 
on the west, and Peking on the south, 
and concludes that a railway to 
Peking, a distance of 130 miles, would 
pay very well, and would not cost 
more than £6,000-a mile, rolling stock 
and the necessary buildings included. 

Returning to Peking, the cor- 
respondent went to Newchwang, and 
describes the position of the treaty 
port, the large preparations being 
made for the terminus of the Imperial 
Chinese Shanhaikuan-Newchwang 
line, and the camp, three miles higher 
up on the left bank, of “the Russian 
Manchurian line, euphemistically 
styled “The Chinese Eastern Rail 
way.” ‘This camp, he tells us, “ 
situated just at the bend of the river 
and receives the full shock of its 
current. ‘The banks are composed of 
very friable earth, and I was not 
surprised to learn from Mr. Titoff, 
the Russian superintendent en- 
gineer, who most courteously gave me 
all the information I asked for, that 
during the one year he has been 
there the river has cut in no less 
than 140 feet.” The correspondent’s 
account of the condition of the rolling 
stock that has been shipped from the 
United States and is lying at the 
Russian camp is quite pitiful. In 
the first place, the first twenty or 
more locomotives that were sent out 
from the Baldwin Works were sent 
with fire-boxes for burning wood, al- 
though there is no wood in the 
country; and they are compound 

















jon most un- 
desirable where skilled workmen and 
drivers are not available, and where 
simplicity is a matter of the first 
consideration.” Subsequent engines 
are to be coal-burning and to have 
single expansion. The correspondent 
continues :-— 


‘These engines, many of which were not 
yet uncased, have been lying exposed to 
the weather for a long time. Originally 
sent to Newchwang by a vessel which was 
too big to get over the har, they were taken 
to Port Arthur and there transhipped. 
Seldom have I seen such brutal usage as 
these have suffered—the ground was litter- 
ed with huge bent and broken cases, lying 
at all angles, and thus exposed to severe 
and injurious strains; axles and bright 
parts of cranks stripped of protection and 
Tusted up; axle boxes broken or their 
flimsy sheet metal covers wrenched off ; 
funnels and spark arresters crushed and 
bent, rusty connecting rods mixed up with 
fire bars, twisted firing tools, bent stays 
and guide-bars and railings-bolts and nuts 
lying about losing touch of the parts they 
Belonged to. The buildings for stores 
tool-shops, erecting shops, &c., at present 
put up are wood with galvanised covered 
roofs and are of the most ramshackle 
type. From the camp the line runs east 
for 13 or 14 miles to Tashihchao, where it 
connects with the trunk line north and 
south from Port Arthur, tha gauge being 
the Russian standard of 6ft. ‘This camp 
and the connecting line are to be taken 
up by China in ten years’ time according to 





agreement, but the fact that the Russians , 


have just’ acquired double the extont of 
thoir present very large holding hardly 
points to this conclusion, ‘The rails in this 
‘section of the line are 35ft. long and 
about 64lbs. per running yard, which is 
rather too light for main line work. ‘Tho 
sleepers are made for the most part of 
Japanese timber-—very tough and good 
acourding to what I was told, but 1 do 
not think very many would have passed 
a home inspector. Roughly hewn from 
the log, with unsquared ends, they varied 
Gin. to 9in. in length and proportionately 
in ‘their other dimensions. Not a few 
were almost triangular in section. 


It was learnt from Mr. Titoff that 
the line was to be opened from Port 
Arthur to Tieling, some 35 miles 
north of Moukden, this autumn, and 
the whole line is to be completed in 
two-and-a-half years from now. This 
seems to be too sanguine. From 
Port Arthur to the Newchwang junc- 
tion the line is said to be almost 





is|complete; from the junction to a 


little beyond Haichéng the rails are 
laid and the formation completed, 
and thence to. Liaoyang nearly com- 
pleted. But there were several gaps 
in the line, and at several places the 
native contractors had bolted,and the 
coolies were deserting by hundreds. 
Owing to inexperience the Russians 
have not been able to get nearly as 
good work out of the coolies as 
Mr. Kinder gets, nor have they 
yet organised a competent stalf 
of contractors and men. “It was 
striking to see the very large number 
of Russians employed all along the 
line and at the divisional centre, 
contrasted with the scattered hand- 
ful of Englishmen who control the 
technical establishment and works 
of the Chinese lines. Another cause 





for the scarcity of coolies may very 
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probably be looked for in the fact 
that the rough military police . . 
have so intimidated the countryside 
as to make the Russian service 
unpopular, and render the work of. 
the engineers all the harder.” 

_ From Liaoyang to Moukden the 
line formation is fairly complete, but 
thence to Tieling little or nothing 
has been done. At Haichéng, Liao- 

ng, and Moukden the line crosses 
large affluents of the Liao, which are 
fordable in ordinary weather, but 
which become raging torrents in a 
wet season, bursting their banks and 
inundating’ the country. If such a 
wash-out were to take piace again 
miles of the railway would disappear, 
The line, therefore, exists on the 
sufferance of nature, and enormous 
works will have to be undertaken in 
the way of controlling these rivers. 
Temporary bridges are to be erected 
meanwhile ; in fact, the whole line is 
of the most temporary character, 
and will, it is confessed, all have 
to be relaid before long. To quote 
again :— 

‘Some little distance from Haichéng we 
struck the Chinese Eastern Railway run- 
ning north. The formation was complete 
and the sleepers and rails laid. Although 
this part of the line had been completed 
for some little while and the embankment 
had had time to consolidate, and some of 
the light construction engines had run over 
it, I was at once struck with the fact, a 
very obvious one, that both in the vertical 
and lateral axes to the plane of direction 
the line of rails appeared, when looking 
along it, to bo like a ribbon curving up- 
wards and downwards and also to the 
right and to tho left. ‘The vertical cur- 
vature was, of course, due to the settling 
of the embankment, but the lateral de- 
vintion, on closer examination, I found 
due to the fact that hardly a single rail was 
straight—almost all curved outwards or 
inward. This defect, whatever its cause, 
cannot be remedied except by taking up 
and straightening, « troublesome process 
when. trains have once begun running. 
But unless it is remedied the action of 
passing trains must continually aggravate 
the irregularities and increase‘ the wear 
and tear incidental to them. Further on 
Tame to somewhat newer embankments, 
which had sunk considerably after the 
recent showers. A number of rails and 
sleepers were for a longish distance left 
alternately suspended en air or restin; 
crookedly on the surface of tho embark- 
ment. A small gang was at work packing 
these up in a somewhat perfunctory fash- 
ion, which would be sharply tested by the 
passage of the next engine. At the river 
crossing, a distance of about 200 yards 
between high water marks, there were as 
yet no signs of preparation for the tem- 

jorary wooden bridge, but unhewn stone 
rubble has been dumped into the stream, 
to form rough piers, on which rail lengths 
have been laid to form temporary girders. 

From Haichéng the line runs on 
a high embankment—to be out of, 
the reach of floods—to Moukden. 
According to agreement it is kept 
ten miles away from the Imperial 
burying-places, but it will no doubt 
hereafter be carried close up to the 
city. The trading classes naturally 
welcome it as improving communica- 
tions and fostering trade; the officials 
regard it with a holy horror; while 
the country people are angry because 





their land has been taken from them 
without payment, which is the fault 
of the Chinese, not of the Russians:— 

According to the constitution of the eom- 
pany, which be it remembered is a Chinese 
not « Russian one (!) the railway company 
receives a free grant of all the land it 
requires, the Chinese Government under- 
taking to expropriate the landholders and 
presumably to compensate them. I learnt 
that at several places in the neighbourhood 
of Moukden the villagers weresn exasperat- 
ed that they had sworn to defend their pro- 
perty by force, and as the country abounds 
ith modern ‘firearms and ammunition, 
picked up in profusion on the fields of 
the late war, or abandoned in flight by 
the Chinese’ troops, things looked rather 
serious, and a regiment of Russian re- 
gulars was hurried up from Port Arthur. 
However, on_a joint committee of a 
Chinese ind Russian official visiting the 
lagers concerned and talking the mat- 
ter over with them, and on the latter 
undertaking to pay for all land acquired, 
the farmers gave i they are 
stated to remain unp 

Whatever is Russia’s ultimate ob- 
ject in making it, this railway is do- 
ing a great civilising work in Man- 
churia, and setting other nations a 
good ¢xample of energy and perse- 
vYerance.

CHINGWANTAO. 
28th Oct. 

Iy_ connection with the Northern 
Railway it would be as well to call 
attention to the scheme that is being 
put forward for converting the open 
roadstead of Chingwantao by means 
of a breakwater into a safe and com- 
modious shipping port, as if ever this 
scheme comes to maturity it is bound 
to have very considerable effet upon 
the prosperity of the Tientsin to 
Shanhaikuan section of the line. 

‘The originator of this vast scheme 
is Mr. G. Detring, who has Chang 
Yen-mao—or Chang Vi according 
to his official appellation—at_ his 
back. Mr. Detring has been officially 
appointed Commissioner of Customs. 
at Chingwantao, but the appointment 
is purely nominal for the present, as 
he does not reside there, and there 
would be nothing whatever to do if 
he did live there, Chingwantao being 
ab present represented merely by 
barren rock and a strip of sandy 

















beach. As a port its  cxistence 
depends solely on futive develop- 
ments. Chingwantao is a rocky" 


island at the ‘eastern extremity of 
the small bay on the coast beyond 
Peitaiho, and is only 9 miles from 
Rocky Point of the latter place, being 
separated from the mainland by a 
narrow strip dry at low water. ‘The 
lace is 12 miles west of Shanhai- 
suan. It is proposed to build a 
circular breakwater from the end of 
this island to a point in the little 
bay of such a curve that it will 
enclose an arca of two miles by one 
mile. Messrs. Wolfe Barry of Lon- 
don sent out an engineer to survey 
the place, and to draw the plans for 
the inost_prodigions and ambitious 
scheme that was ever proposed by 
foreigners in Far Cathay. It must 
be borne in mind that no town exists 
there at present, so it is proposed to 
create one, and therefore on the 
plan of the new. port appears a 
town well laid out on the American 
system, and this lies to the north of 
the port, where at present there is 
sandy beach. Between the rocky 
island on the east and the site of the 
roposed townis a large swamp, which 
it is intended shall be drained and 
turned into docks, as was originally 
done at Port Arthur, and the river 
that runs into the sea at this point 
is to be diverted and find its course 
to the sea in the adjoining bay more 
to the east. There will be an open- 
ing in the breakwater, well to the east, 
of 300 feet, so placed as to admit of 
three large steamers lying inside the 
eastern pier to load and discharge, as 
the railway from the mainland will 
be extended to this eastern pier. 
Generally speaking there is a good 
depth of water within the area en- 
closed by the breakwater, especially 
close to the eastern’ pier, where a 
depth of 26 feet is obtained. Some 
parts of the enclosed area will have to 
be dredged, especially towards the west, 
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but the holding ground throughout 
is good, as the bottom consists of blue 
cl It is contended that this port 
will practically be free from ice, as 
it is only for a few days each win- 
ter that the sea is ever frozen in 
the neighbourhood, and the circular 
shape of the breakwater will deflect 
floating ice brought upby the currents, 
the exact direction of which have 
been ascertained. Floating ice will be 
prevented from drifting into the 
entrance to the port by strong iron 
chains, which will be placed in posi- 
tion when necessary, and divertin, 
the course of the river as above note 
will prevent the sea from freezing 
inside the breakwater. 

It will naturally be asked how a 
revenue is to be obtained sufficient to 
pay for the enormous cost of this pro- 
posed scheme, where there is not a 
vestige of trade of any kind. ‘The pro- 
moters of the scheme are of opinion 
that the development of the mineral 
wealth of the province will suffice for 
this ina great measure, and they pro- 
pose to centre the various industries 
that will arise from the production 
‘of coal, iron, copper, and other metals 
in various parts of the province at 
the newly established port. It is 
contended, for one thing, that the 
great. coal-field of the Kaiping dis- 
trict is capable of immense develop- 
ment, and Mr. Detring has a record 
of many borings made at different 
points which show seams of coal 
varying from a depth of a few feet to 





one great one of thirty feet, so that | 


apparently a second Staffordshire lies 
clase at hand. Near to Shanhaikuan 
there is, according to the same 
authority, an excellent seam of an- 
thracite coal. This convenient pro- 
duction of coal will serve for the 
manufacture of iron at Chingwantao, 
as the ore can be brought by rail to 
the new port without 
This and other kindred industries 
will soon develop Chingwantao into 
an important manufacturing centre. 
In addition it is to be the great ship- 
ping port of the North, and take the 
place of Tangku, as it will have none 
of the disadvantages under which that 
place labours. The new port will ac- 
commodate steamers of great draught, 
and as the route from the Shantung 
Promontory is 50 miles nearer to 
Chingwantao than to Taku, it follows 
that not only will steamers prefer to 
go there, but that vessels of much 
greater carrying capacity can be put 
on the line than is now possible for 
the Northern trade ; and further that 
they will make the Passage from 
Shanghai in 48 hours. In fact, Ching- 
wantao will not only become the 
great coal depdt of China, as Moji is 
that of Japan, but it is also intended 
to attract to the new port all the 
machinery that is required for mining 
and other industries in the North, 
and commodious fitting shops will 
be built for the erection and repair 
of same, to be afterwards. forwarded

by rail to the destination for which 
it is intended. Of course it is ex- 
pected that piece goods and other 
foreign imports will be shipped to the 
north vié Chingwantao, which it is 
calculated will be open all the year 
round. 

‘The capital for this enormous devel- 
opment is to be provided by London, 
but Mr. Detring did not say what 
security the financiers would have for 
their investment or how long they 
would be willing to wait for any ré- 
turn for their advances. It is cer- 
tainly a vast scheme, and if Mr. 
Detring can succeed in making Lon- 





as he is himself, some of the present 
foreign residents in China may live 
to see Chingwantao in all its glory as 
depicted on the plan.

Yesterday's ramour that President Kruger 
had addressed n second and more conciliatory 
reply to Mr. Chamberlain’s latest dispatch 
not only lacks confirmation, but is contradict- 
ed by other news.

ment of bad faith. ‘The one imputation is as 
false as the other. Mr. Conyngham Greene 
is a gentleman whose word will be accepted 
by his own countrymen as conclusive upon 
all matters to which he pledges it. Presi, 
dent Steyn was uot content with a mere review 
of the situation and with making unworthy 
charges of bad faith. He proceeded to show 
how he understood his own promise of two 
days before to do his best. to “allay excite. 
ment,” by tendering advice to the Transvaal 
and to his own burghers. He was disinclin- 
ed, he said, to advise the Pretoria Govern. 
ment to accept the latest demands, He told 
his own Raad that thoy could not be indiffer- 
ent to the troubles of the Transvaal, declared 
that they were bound by treaty’ to assist 
it, and that thero was “nothing to warrant 
war on an attack on” that State, He advo- 
cated a commission and arbitration, and 
prayed that the the Raad might be led to 
adopt resolutions conducive to peace and 
prosperity and also to tho safety of their own 
country. ‘We can re-echo that prayer, though 
not inthe sense in which President Steyn 
He is doing his 
best to urge his fellow-burghers to destruc- 
tion in a quarrel which is not their own. A 
few hours may show whether they will be s0 
foolish as to follow his counsels. If they do, 
their country will uot be safe for long. 
The Pall Mali Gazette of the 22nd ult, 
has a leading article en the crisis from 
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which we extract the following ; what has 
gone on so far has not shown the entice 
acouracy of the correspondent’s prognos- 
tications :-— 

Our special correspondent at Cape Town 
eends us some information this morning 
which reflects, no doubt, with absolute 
accuracy the feelings prevalent among the 
English population of the Colony. Alarm, 
and a not unnatural alarm, prevails as to the 
defence of the Western border. On that 
point it is only right to point out that, should 
the Boers take the initiative, the stopping of 
smail raiding parties would be a military 
impossibility. ‘They might tear up portions 
of the Bulawayo railway, they might even 
blow up a bridge or two, and they would 
certainly do damage to the farms of loyal 
settlers. But the chances of their taking 
any important British positions would be 
exceedingly small. Our correspondent de- 
clares, besides, that the Boers, in the 
event of hostilities, will not be the attack- 
ing side. They will observe thoir invariable 
tacties of waiting for the advancing enemy, 
of trying to take him unawares, and to 
shoot him down from behind cover, Even 
if the young men commit, undisciplined and 
sporadic raids, we may take it that the sea- 
soned burghers will not expose themselves in 
any such madeap adventures. The Fabian 
delays of the Boer Generals would have, be- 
sides, their political or, pehaps we should 
call tt, their moral meaning, By represeating 
themselves as patriots defending their ultars 
and their hearths, much as the Israclites 
withstood the Moabites or the Amalekites 
of old, they hope to rally to their causo 
the Dutch throughout South Afriea, their 
kinsmen from the Freo State and the Cape ax 
well. As we write, the Bloemfontein Raad 
has retired into secret session, and is taking 
its very serious decision, If President Steyn 
has been correctly reported, he will browbeat

‘The real 
advice to Mr. Kruger, therefore, that comes 
from Dutch South Africa is to accept the 
terma that the Cabinet will impose on him 
to-day, lest he have to face that Army Cos 
which ‘will follow ia hot haste upon their 
rojection. 

‘The following is from a leading article in 
the Times of the 23rd ult. The Boers, as 
we know, did precipitate the conflict after 
all. ‘The Times points out that there will 
be no more independent Republics in South 
Africa ; and it may be added that President 
Kruger's proclamations annexing British 
Bechuanaland and West Griqualand are a 
precedent for the Cape to follow. The 
Times says :-— 

Of course, it is only too possible that the 
‘Transvaal Government or the ignorant and 
hot-headed burghers whose creatures they are 
may precipitate a conflict, and that our 
troops which are now in South Africa may 
find it impossible to undertake any offensive 
operatious, even after an act of war, until 
they aro reinforced by the Army Corps which 
is in preparation, As we have intimated, we 
do not think the Boors will rush too hastil, 
into such a course of action, which woul 
exhibit them to their champions at home as 
indisputably the aj rs. But it cannot 
be denied that the proceedings in the Orange 
Free State are calculated to encourage the 
‘Transvaal in its policy of wilful resistance. 
We are unable to understand why the Free 
State should commit itself to such a reckless 
dofiance of the British Powor, unless it is trae, 
as has been freely stated, that President Steyn 
is inspired with the wild notion of becoming 
tho chief of « South African. confederacy, 























extending from the Cape to the 
and wholly independent of the Brit 
perial dominion. This is a vain dream, 
and if the uneducated Boers of the Trans- 
vaal_ are seduced by it the intelligent 
population of the Orange Free State ought 
to know better. The moment the first 
shot is fired in South Africa a sitnation 
will be created out of which the Dutch 
Republic: cannot emerge as independent 
States. We have no quarrel with the Orange 
Free State and the community has no quarrel 
with us. If, as seoms probable from the 
language of President Steyn and the dehates 
in the Volksraad at Bloemfontein, the Free 
State Boers are determined to throw in their 
lot with their kinsfolk beyond the Vaal, 
they cannot do co under ‘limited liability. 
When Hanover and Electoral Hesse joined 
with Austria against Prussia in 1866, 
in spite of the appeal of the Prussians 
to them to remain neutral, they made 
their annexation inevitable as 300n as 
the fortune of war went against their side. 

The following extract from a letter from 
the correspondent of the Times at Johaunes- 
burg, dated the 14th ultimo, shows h 
tke Boors were preparing to fill their mili 
ary chest :-— 

‘The draft of the confiscation clause which 
itis proposed should be immediately added to 
the Gold Law is of the most drasti 
It empowers the Goverament to ii 
continuance of mining operations, partially 
or wholly suspended oo any mining property, 
and, in the event of refusal, to confiscate the 
claim area, subject only to the rights of 
mortgages. Everything depends on the di 
cretion of the Government, aod nothing 
said as to the payable character of the mine, 
If martial law is proclaimed the Govera- 
ment has the right to take possession of the 
mines and work. them, appropriating the 
mineral product for the benefit of the State 
with the obligation to componsate the owners, 
if their rights are protected by international 
Jaw, on the restoration of peace. The State 
mining engineer has instructed the inspectors 
to conduct, an inquiry at all inines as to 
where stocks of dynamite, coal, and pro- 
visions are stored or hidden, to direct man- 
agers to farnish a complete return of their 
white employés, and to warn them that it is 
illegal to conceal gold which they are unable 
to export. 

‘The new draft High Trewson Law is creat- 
ing a sensation. ‘The chief provision relates 
to the confiscation of all property in the 
State belonging to persons convicted of 
treason, inciting to treason, or any minor 
offence under this head. Moreover, the Court 
is empowered, in the case of non-residents 
guilty of plotting against the State, similarly 
to confiscate any property they possess in the 
‘Transvaal. These rigorous measures are 
creating a bad impression. 

‘The following Money Market note is from 
the Economist of the 23rd ultimo :— 

Nothing has occurred during the past week 
to change the condition of the money market, 
on which the Transvaal trouble cortioues to 
be tho dominating influence. So long as the 

resent uncertainty lasts, bankers are unwil 
ing to tie up their funds, and while this makes 
short loans cheap and’ easily obtainable, it 
keeps up discount rates; and as the banks 
are not disposed to take hills freely, and 
not at ull except at a fraction above the official 
rate, it diverts business to the Bauk. The 
decline in tho American exchange, and the 

ossibility of gold being withdrawn for the 

inited States, is an added reason for caution: 
but although some small purchases of gold for 
America have been made in the open market, 
‘the best opinion still is that no large demands 
upon the Bauk’s stock of the metal are likely 
to be made from that quarter. In the event 
of war, however, the shipments of gold that 
have already been made to the Cape would

‘The approach | 
of the end of the quarter, when money always 
tends to become a little dearer, is a com-| 
paratively minor matter, as it affects the 
market only fora few days.

Now, we suggest that the controversy over 
an indefinite suzerainty should cease, and 
the terms of the Convention should be 
recognised on both sides and acted upon- 
We shall exercise our veto over Boer 
diplomacy, which the Boers must acknow- 
ledge. Wien concessions are, made let them 
be acknowledged, and not made the start- 
ing-point of fresh immediate demands. If 
there are other subjects of controversies be- 
tween ourselves and the Boers, let them be 
taken in due order, and not sprung all at 
once upon a bewildered people. It took us 
half a century of agitation to settle the bases 
of our modern siffrage system ; we might at 
least ailow « few months to the Boers.” And 
as. if we only play our cards honestly and 
ably, we cannot be dislodged from the posi- 
tion’ in South Africa to which wealth and 
sheer force entitle us, lot us cease this barren 
talk about suzeruinty and. guarantes the in 
tegrity of the South African Republic on 
condition of needed reforms being executed.

Coal, iron, 
er, silver are all declared to abound 
within’ the territory of the republic. It is, 
therefore, a prize worth having, and the 
possession of it would at ouce set the Charter- 
ed Company on its legs, and enable it to con- 
ceal its permanent condition of bankraptoy 
—nay, might even enable its directors to 
‘smuggle through the claim ” of £19,000,000 
now held in abeyance against the Home 
Government. That purposes: like these. lie 
behind the present agitation for war, and 
furnish the one imperative reason for war'to 
be undertaken, the Boers know far better

of the East. That this teaching has not 
been moro efficacious than it has been is 
due mainly to the fact that the letter has 
heen more observed than the spirit ; the 
Inter commentators of the great Chinese 
classics, whose readings are now ac- 
cepted as gospel by tho learned and 

classes in China, havo so obscured 
knowledge that, as was the case with 
our own reformers and the Renaissance in 
Europe, the object of the reform party 
in Chiva is to go back to first principles 
and to show that their aims are in full 
harmony with those of the ancients who 
founded and developed a mighty empire; 
an empire once the admiration of the 
surrounding world, its polity based upon 
those principles of justice and progress, 
the neglect of which bas now brought it 
todecay. In an infusion of new thought 
and energy from the West, s0 administered 
asto be grasped and appreciated by the 
people at large, would seein to lie the only 
hope of arresting this decay and of restor- 
ing China to her due rank amongst the 
nations of the world; henco the im-~ 
measurable value of the work now being 
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carried on by the Society for the Diffusion 
of Christian and General Knowledge among 
the-Chinese which owes its success so 
lnrgely to the hearty support it receives 
from the foreign community of Shanghai, 
and by European scholars like the author 
of the work hefore us. 

Dr. Macklin is a professed disciple of 
Henry George whose Progress and 
Poverty startled a luxurious world 
twenty years ago much as did Darwin's 
Origin of Species startle the religious 
world twenty years earlier. Both writers, 
great original minds themselves, gathered 
up the floating theories of innumerable 
previous thinkers into a focus and so 
presented them to the world that they 
were nt ones comprehended and rccepted 
where, up to that time, the idens set 
forth had been mainly confined to philoso- 

hors by profession. ‘The correctness of, 

‘enry George's axioms is generally 
admitted : the difficulty of their universal 
‘acceptance in practical 
in the application — their application t 
a world bound fast for centuri 
the toils of old customs and traditions 
not easy to bo untoosed without a revolu- 
tion, "To make this revolution easy and 
uradual, it is of vital import to convince 
all, high and low, of its necessity and of its 
practicability. In no country is the need of 
land reform greater than in North Ohina 
where, according to the investigation of tho 
China’Branch of the Asiatic Society some 
ten years back, one-third to one-half the 
088 produce of the soil goes to the Innd- 
fords {the farmors there, like the ryote in 
India, enjoy so small a'share of the net 
produce of their labour that, in good 
seasons, they have barely enough to keep 
body and soul together, and in the 
inevitable bad seasons have, notwithstand- 
ing their thrift, no resources to fall back on 
and die in thousands of starvation. Im- 
proved communication may prove a pallia- 
tive but, by itself, isno remedy. British 
India ‘and European Russia, though 
covered with railways, alike suffer from 
torrible famines wh in the necessary 
rotation of rought occurs. ‘The 
surplus of fat yeara is drained away from 
him and, when tho lean years come, the 
impoverished peasant haa no anvings to 
fall back upon. ‘The warning given in the 
Towish sacred books of Pharaoh's lean 
kine is neglected and must be so, while the 
tillers of the soil ar denied ‘their just 
sharé ; and British rule in India, like the 
present government of Russia, is neces- 
satily doomed to extinction, as’ long as no 
radical reform, tending to reduce tho glaring 
inequalities of wealth and poverty in those 
two (on the surface) grand empires is seri- 
ously taken in hand, and made the one 
object of government, to the exclusion of 
all other expensive projects, the burden of 
which inevitably falls at last on the 
patient tiller of the soil. 

‘Thus taught the philosophers of old, 
from the days of Pharaoh to the days of 
John Stuart Mill, and thus Dr, Macklin 
teaches that the principal thinkers, ancient 
and modern, are in accord as’ to the 
theory, however they differ in practic 
Confucius tells us in the Great Learn- 
ing: ‘To produce fruitfully; to eat 
sparingly ; to work quickly ; and to use 
things economically : this is the principle 
of gaining wealth,” Mencius tells us that 
the land is the people's and the Govera: 
ment of and for the people, That all 
wealth comes from the land is a truism 
that could not escape the minds of 3 
actical people like the Chinese. In the 
Rites of. the Chow Dynasty (B.C. 
4100-300), inthe chapter on the best 
means of uniting adjoining nations, it is 
said: ‘The allegiance of the people will 
bo best secured by facilitating their 
occupation and cultivation of the soil.” 
he oldest surviving. work of sntiguity, 
the mostly unintelligible Si King or 
Book of Changes, sings: ‘*Oh! how 
complete is the principle of earth: see 













































































how all proceeds from it ! 
or Book of Rites the origin of all 
wealth, and so that of the king, is 
described as proceeding from the soil 
The Great Learning farther says: 
“With the earth comes wealth, with 
wealth comes development.” Before the 
time of the Chou dynasty, when the 
introduction of the feudal system and the 
forcible seizure of the people's land by 
the warring princes led to the owning of 
large tracts of land by the nobles and 
the abolition of the ancient patriarchal 
tenure, the people of China appear really 
to have had their Jot cast in pleasant 
places, as shown by the glad joy of life 
50 naively expressed in the Book of Odes. 
In ancient times the laws enjoined that 
youths over 15 should work in the fields, 
producing food, and girls over 15 in the 
home, producing raiment; at 20 a man had 
his portion of land and could marry 
and rear a family; at 60 he was allowed 
to retire and was absolved from work. 
Thus in the good old days of King Wen 
(Wen Wang,—the literary prince,—the 
first Emperor of the Chow dynasty) the 
historian tells us: ‘There were no frozen 
or starving people among the aged, bo- 
cause order and economy prevailed: the 
Prince (ef. William II of Germany) lived 
for his people and the people lived. for 
their Prince. 

Whether the golden age of Yao and 
Shun (B.C. 1700) ever existed outside the 
imagination of the historians, certain it is 
that in former times the Chinese did enjoy 
long intervals of peaceful progerss of whicl 
the record survives in song and story, and 
which were largely due to beneficent land 
Jaws. Whether Henry George's Single 
‘Tax System would reproduce this golden 
age and whether it would solve the problem 
of making the idle work, may be open to 
doubt, but certain it is that all who read 
his Progress and Poverty with unpre 
judiced minds, must agree that laws which 
favour speculation in Iand, the source of 
all wealth, and its agglomeration in the 
hands of a few, tend to the impoverishment 
of the many. The working out of the 
problem by making the State the sole land- 
owner and the land the sole source of 
taxation, is too vast a subject for tho 
limits of thi ‘icle. Dr. Macklin has done 
good work in showing that the iden is 
nothing new, even if the solution be not 
as simple as might be implied in the 
Chinese classical saying with which ho

MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 

It is refreshing to believe that as a rule 
brides are not bought in this part, what- 
ever may be the alleged universal custom 
China. Before the betrothal of a maiden, 
divers negotiations of a baldly financial 
kind are carried on, aud the amount that 
the swain in question is prepared to hand 
over to the other family, receives as careful 
and minute consideration as the hiring of a 
boat or the buying of a field might. But 
in this case, the upward limit of hoped: 
for generosity receives an important cheel 
from the consideration that the maiden’: 
family will not only have to retura the 
whole of the sum in value, but will have 
to expand for the gir!'s dowry, by aud. by, 
an additional. sum which shall precisely 
balance tliat furnished by the young man. 
For every thousand cash he expends, the 
future pair receives two. And should this 
arrangemept be strictly carried out, as 
custom requires, it will be seen that’ the 
apparently sordid negotiations—so jarring 
to our ideas of betrothal—are mere com- 
mon-sense arrangements for the financial 
comfort of a daughter leaving the ‘old 
home" to gain auother. 

Widows, however, are in a different 
category from tai Tho betroth-. 
sum is pid to the family of the decersed 
husband, and the intending husband of a 
widow has to receive her without dowry, 
feeling that she herself is an equivalent 
for any sum exponded on betrothal, and 
required in the initial stages of wedded 
life. So it is the possessors of sons that 

in, The family gains the dowry, and if 
the son dies, gains the widow, and the 
beteothal presents, should she marry again. 

From these customs, daughters ca 
bat be lovked upon in a poor family as 
rather expensive luxuries. Considerations 
of renring expenses and dowry oxpenses 
naturally force themeolves home where 
mouths wre at the maximum, and pro 
sions at their minimum. And we almost 
wonder at times that cases of female in- 
fanticide so seldom come under any sort of 
public notice. 

A WEDDING SUPPER INTERRUPTED. 

A while ago in Hanyang, a feast was 
spread in a fairly well-to-do house on tho eve 
of ason’s marriage. ‘The presents hed heen 
delivered, comprising the double dowry of 
the brideof the morrow. Red candles flash- 
ed their ruddy light, mutual tonsting and 
congratulation proceeded in time-honoured 
style, when in rushed half a dozon 1oughs, 
threatening the company with real foreign 
pistols—and none of your native match- 
lock blunderbusses. Several guests were 
wounded, and the presents carried off—a 
kind of ‘tumultuous excitement” happily 
not common on such festive ocsasions. 

‘The runners were put on the track, and 
at Iength found some men secreted atnong 
the reeds upon the bank of the Han, 
some way up. They were thieves, but 
not the thieves. Their booty consisted in 
sv much iron from the Iron Works, but 
renewed search resulted in the captute of 
the unbidden wedding guests. four or five 
of them, who are now on trial in their res- 
pective counties.

It hws no 
line of steamers connecting it with Han- 
kow, nor any continuous land-road either.

Let Hankow residents try the ex- 
periment, when stormy winds do blow 
Fix on Monday.—“ Vind high ! No hosts!”

Now the twenty miles will be 
necomplished ; but no. ‘* Wind freshening 
Must anchor !” Sole provisions obtainal 

n shore, plain rice and oil-prepared 
macaroni.” No candles to be bought 
for the night. Sleepers four or five, ull 
inside because of the rain, but all related 
tothe beatmam, and by no means ‘extra 
pascengers”. Extra passengers, indeed ! 
As though he would deceive you in g 
ing a trifle over for extra passengers! «So 
and so is my cousin, and such and such, 
my uncle on the mother’s side.” Iu 
when you close yuur eyes, he politely asks 
his near relatives their surnames, aul 
where they live ! 

Truly does Ruskin say that railway 
travelling is not travelling at all, but being 
carried like a pare-1; truly indeed, when 
the distance is but ‘twenty miles. For 
travel, according to the dictionaries, really 
means travail, painful toil, ant the like.

A WONDERFUL HARVEST. 
» Harvest operations are now in a fair way 
to completion. A better crop of all sorts 
of grain there never has been in Manchutis 
The perfect harvests are of “ten parts.” 
‘All over the country the answer is ever the 
same to an enquiry as to the harvest: “It is 
one of ‘ten parts?” A native of the region 
south-west of Chinchou on the Shanhaikuan 
railway, told me that the harvest there is 
“fifteen parts.” Never was such a cro} 
known or imagined. Prices of grain whi 
for vatious reasons were, very igh during 
the current year have dropped already 3 
per cent and when the rush of new grain 
comes into the market I anticipate a 
pretty considerable further drop. The 
millet on which people and cattle are fed 
and the pulse crops which are mostly 
exported aud form the chief article in the 
Newchwang steamer business, are all of the 
same gratifying character. Prices of labour 
have advanced this year 50 per cent above 
any known prices in the past. The price 
of grain was oue reason given for this rise 
but the chief cause was the wages given 
and the demand for Inbour on the Russian 
railway. Men from all sorts of employ- 
ments flock to the railway so that farmers 
find it difficult to bire labour and shops to 
procure men. 
AN ANTI-FOREIGN SECT 
has made itself very prominent during the 
current sear. It originally started in Tieu 
sin where its distinctive white thresd 
the queue became so common: thut it was 














formally forbidden. The trouble in Ch‘ao- 








yangchén, Soutl-Esst’ Mongolia, in the 
spring preceding the Japanese war was 
solely of its creation. A few restless souls 
seeking ‘peace joined the secret sect. But 
most of these lave long ceased to belong to 
it, Tt forbids strong drink of all kinds and 
smoking of opium and tobacco, It insista 
on good food and frequent 'ablution. Its 
secret terms no one on pain of the direst 
calamity is at liberty to divulge to father, 
mother, wife, or child. Yet, a8 not a few of 
their best men have during past years 
become Christians, it is not difficult to dis 

cover these wonderful secrets. ‘They gamble 
more than other Chinese of the common 


sort. They are called Tsai Li (ZEB) 


or Ritualists. They meet often and always 
have a feast on the occasion, They have 
leaders who initiate members, receive their 
donations, and dictate their policy. ‘Their 
chief aim’ apparently is to form a Mutual 
Protection society. Formerly they were 
satisfied with being so far able to repel 
attacks on any of their members. Latterly 
they have developed « bolder and more 
ambitious policy. In formidable bands they 
have attacked Christians to compel them to 
cease being “ foreigners,” and have adopted 
A very aggressive auti-foreign attitude. 
The leaders who have given ‘most trouble 
have appeared before the public durin; 

the current year and belong to the Imperial 

Family. Though strictly under the ban of 
the law and. though proclamatious have 
again and again been issued against them, 
these leaders defy every one, the Governor- 
General included, and their following is 
daily increasing in considerable numbers, 
We shall doubtless hear more of them anon.

‘TAKU BAR 

has witnessed a ‘jam’ of the first magnitude 
this week, There was a succession of stron; 
northerly winds last week which blew al 
the water out of the river, and gave pheno- 
menal results at the Bar, As a Scotch 
engineer graphically puts it ‘a leddy micht 
hae walked frae Taku to the Bar, withoot 
draiglen her petticotties.’ At high water 
there was.five feet and at low tide less than 
twelve inches. Steamers, of course, soon 
began to mobilise, and when the ‘water 
came back the resources of the T. T. and 
L. Company, were hardly adequate to deal 
with the rush, A public opinion is gradually 
being formed that the next step in Peiho 
improvement will be the control of the Bar 
by dredging. Many.a less important place 
than Tientsin deals efficiently with a far 
more serious obstacle. 

An old and well-known China hand has 
just passed away in the person of 

AMR, HH. G. PHIPPS, 

who succumbed on Thursday, the 19th of 
October, to dysentery. Mr. Phipps was for 
many gears. a prominent resident and 
merchant in Foochow, and was almost 
a colossal figure in China-coast sports., He 
played twice asa Harrovian against Eton 
at Lords in the early sixties, and was 
all his life an enthusiastic cricketer: at 
rackets he was, if possible, better than at 
cricket and any time between (65 and 85) 
he was hard to beat with a bat of any 
sort. The name of Phipps was for three 
decades in China synonymous with sound 
sport, good fellowship, and much that is 
associated with the words ‘ English Gentle- 
man, Mr, Phipps’s material fortunes ebbed 
with the loss of the Foochow tea trade, Ho 
came north in the spring of 1897 and made 
a living in this port by brokering. His end 
was hastened by his reckless neglect of bis 
own health, he had all the strong man’s con- 
tempt for coddle, aud would not believe he 
was ill even when in extrenis, Tt used to 
make spectators aalf ill to see him umpiring 
a whole day in the crickét field without a 
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hat when the Fahrenheit thermometer was 
far over 90,- His funeral. to-day was largely 
attended. :

& Co. has the monopoly of carrying the 
European mails, we ste bound to wait 
their pleasure as to the receipt of our let- 
ters; but as they get a Iarge subvention 
from the Government, the Government 
should eee to it that the work is properly 
dono, and the sooner the better. 

JOURNALISM. 

There is an interesting article in the 
latest issue of our paper, speaking very 
plainly and much more freely than before 
about monopolies in our colony. Fc~ a 
year this has been our only paper, and was 
the official organ of the Government. From

Not only did 
men sem to be talking of little else, but 
women and children were equally interested.

Even now the general opinion is that

(1) I, the Empress Dowager Tze-h 
tuan-yii, ete., having permitted the 
lated to benefit the coun- 
try, consider that anything that would lead 
to the advantage of the Empire or better 
the conditions of the masses should be 
inaugurated in the usual way, in order to 
form the foundation of a strong China. 
Recently, as it was considered that the 
encouragement of commerce is one of the 

most. important measures whereby th 
Empire could be benefited, a decree w: 
issued authorising Liu K’un-yi, Viceroy of 
the Liangkiang provinces, and Chang Chih- 
tung, Viceroy of the Hukuang provinces, 
to act conjointly in making a trial of estab- 
lishing Commercial Bureaux in the various 
riverine and maritime ports, in order to 
work in connection with the merchants, 
raders and artisans of the provinces of 
Szechuan, Shensi, Honan, Yunnan, Kuei- 
chow, Hunan, and Kuangtung. ' These 
Commercial Bureaux were to go into the 
matter of establishing factories for the 
manufacture of articles of commerce and 
to open the way for the sale of the same 
wroughout the country. This is a very 
good idea, but it must be borne in mind by 
the said Vicoroys that it is more important 
to work towards obtaining the suvstance 
of the thing than for mere superficial show. 
Hence since there is not much ready 
wealth in the country, strict economy 
should be exercised no matter whether the 
funds procured for the development of this 
measure be obtained from Government or 
borrowed from the mercantile classes. 
Hankow being the chief commercial port of 
the Upper Yangtze and under the jurisdi 
tion of Chang Chih-tung, the said Viceroy 
shall take the lead in pushing the matter 
in that part of the Empire, while he is 
ordered from time to time to consult with 
Liu K‘un-yi im regard to the work of 
development done by the Commercial

(2) Tsai_Ngé (Imperial Clansman) is 
appointed Director of the Office of Trans- 
mission of Imperial decrees, ete.

THE RICE RIOTS IN CHERIANG. 

(1) Liao Shou-féng, Governor of Ché- 
Kiang, reports that, owing to the bad 
harvests and the dearness of rice in the 
prefectures of Ningpo, Shsoshing, “and 
Wenchow in that province, during the 
summer of this year, he anticipated that 
there would be considerable suffering 








and distress among the poorer ¢lasses 
in that portion of Chékiang and 
desiring to be prompt in meeting the 








evil was just on the point of devising 
measures for the purchase of rice from 
other provinces in order to sell it at cost 
price to the people, when, much to his 
Togret, he received urgent dispatches from 
the civil and military officials of Wenchow 
and Ningpo giving details of attacks made 
upon the constituted authorities by large 
mobs, led by unprincipled and crafty per- 
sons, who demanded rice and food. In 
Doth cities the mobs wrecked the newly 
established opium tax offives, and the 
‘yaméns of the Taotais, prefects and dis- 
trict magistrates aforesaid, while the mer- 
chants and shopmen were forced to close 
them places. The mobs were gathered to- 
gether by beat of gong and then thinking 
themselves numerous and strong enough 
they attempted to break down and plunder 
the rice granaries, but were prevented from 
doing so by the troops. Many of the 
rioters were armed and utterly lawless in 
their actions. ‘The memorialist further re- 
ports that his subordinates are now engaged 
in investigating the matter and are search 
ing for the ringleaders of the mobs. We 
hereby command that, when captured, 
these men be tried and sentenced to the 
utmost limit of the law, while the local 
authorities of the cities above named 
whose incapability and stupidity caused 
the riots must be cashiered and dismissed 
in punishment thereof. The Ningpo dis- 
trict. magistrate, Liu Yi-ch'i, who has 
some extenurating circumstances in regard 
to his case is hereby only handed to the 
Board of Civil Appeinemente for the deter- 
mination of an adequate penalty. 

OFFICIALS PUNISHED FOR THE REBELLION 

IN KUANGSI PROVINCE. 

(2) We have received a memorial from 
Huang Husi-sen, Governor of Kuaugsi, 
asking that due punishment be meted out 
to the local officials of the rebellious 
districts whose incapability and bad 
sovernment had caused the rebellion. 
With feferonce to the district mayistrates 
of Yunghsien and Hsingyi whose cities 
fell into the hands of the rebels, even 
although they subsequently assisted and 
succeeded in retaking the two cities, 
have still been guilty of incapability and 
are, therefore, cashiered and dismissed. 
‘The sub-prefect of Yiilin and the district 
magistrate of Popaihsien are hereby handed 
to the Board for determination “of an 
adequate penalty for losing their several 
cities, while the district magistrate of 
Luch'uan who was captured by the rebels 
on the fall of his city, but succeeded at last 
in escaping and returning to that city 
when evacuated by the rebels is hereby 
commanded to be arrested and tried by the 

- said Governor to find out whether there 
s-anything suspicious connected with his 
conduct in the above matter.

‘THE PROPOSED CONSERVATION OF THE

I the Empress Dowager Tze-hsi-tuan-yu, 
ete., being filled with pity and anxiety 
at the same time; pity for the repeated 
famines and sufferings of my subjects in 
the vicinity of the Yellow River, caused 
by the frequent breaking away of its 
banks of late years and the flooding of 
immense tracts of land; ana anxiety lest 
there be greater disasters in the future 
unless some means be devised for the 
permanent conservation of this River. I 
consider that to do so, there must be a 
staff of men well-versed in river conserva- 
tion placed in charge of the Yellow River, 
and I hereby command that should any of 
my Ministers and high provincial authorities 
know of such men who really possess this 
ability, to recommend them to the Throne 
in order that measures for the permanent 
conservation of the Yellow River may be 
devised without"loss of time. Let this 
decree be made known to the whole Empire, 

21st October. 
IMPERIAL DECREE. 
FORMAL DECLARATION OF THE SUPPRESSION 
OF THE KUANGSE REBELLION. 

‘The recent rebellion in Kuangsi province 
bogan in the profecture of Wuchou and the 
sub-prefecture of Yiilin, resulting in the 
capture of several district cities therein by 
the rebels. An Imperial decree was then 
issued commanding T'an Chung-tin, Viceroy 
of the Two Kuang provinces, Huang Huai 
sen, Governor of Kuangsi, and Su Yuan- 
ch‘cn (Marshal Su), Commander-in-Chiet 
of Kuangsi, to combine forces and march 
at once against the rebels. ‘The result was, 
that the cities eaptured by the rebels were 
successively retaken, namely, Yunghsien, 
Luch‘uan, Poilin, Hsingyi, and Popai, while 
tho said Governor Huang Huai-sen per- 
sonally went to Yiilin to direct operations 
against the rebels. ‘The rebel chiefs Yit 

-shou, Sié San-mei, Tai Ta, and Wang 
Sze have been captured and their followers 
have been scattered and the country there- 
by pacificated. As for the two chiefs Li 
Li-ting and Féng Hsi-kuang, who are 
still at large, every effort must be made 
for their capture also so as to root out 
the whole rebellion. The work .of re- 
organisation is hereby confided to the 
above-named high officers who should 
exercise due care in selecting the officials 
to be appointed tothe recaptured cities. 
Let the reports of the said high officers 
in connection with this matter of re- 
organisation be sent by rapid courier post, 
in order that we may be informed as soon 
as practicable what the measures decided 
upon are.

A WELCOME CONTRIBUTION. 

"The Empire being in need of money 
issued what is known as the Chao Hsin 
Bonds as a Government loan. Chang 
Shu-mei, Governor of Shantung, who 
bought ‘ils. 100,000 worth of these bonds, 
however, states that he makes this money 
a free gift to the Government, but the 
interest derivable from said bonds, he begs, 
shall be devoted to assist the maintenance 
of schools and colleges. The said Governor 
now further reports that he has given 
another Tis. 10,000 out of his private pro- 
perty to the Government but declines to 
accept any recognition from the Throne fur 
his patriotic act. We however commanded 
the Board of Revenue to suggest what 
reward should be given to Chang Shu-mei 
but the said Board reports that the said 
Governor has again and again declined 
to accept any reward. This action. is 
most commendable and we therefore 
reward his two sons and nephew instead. 
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His two sons Chang Shu-lan and Chang 
Shu-mien who aro Ist-class Secretaries of 
the Boards of War and of Works respective- 
ly, are hereby appointed prefects to be 
given substantive appointments at once, 
His nephew Chang Shu-héng who has no 
official status is hereby given the rank of 
3rd-class Secretary of one of the Boards.

IMPERIAL DECREE. 

As I, the Empress Dowager Tze-hsi-tuan- 
yi, ctc., am filled with anxiety at the 
precarious condition of the Yellow River 
T commanded all my officials to recommend 
to me men who are well versed in river 












conservation works in order to get 
from them some plan of securing a perma- 
nent conservation of the River. As this 


matter is of the greatest importance to 
the empire I hereby command the Grand 
Council in conjunction with the Grand 
Secretariat, Six Boards, the Court of 
Censors and the other Minor Courts to 
meet toyether for a grand consultation 
of the matter and then report to me the 
result thereof. 
24th October. 
IMPERIAL DECREES. 

(1) Decree of Empress Dowager saying 
that she is filled with pity for her subjects 
who have litigations and cases in the 
local courts and who have sometimes to 
wait months and years before they are 
settled, all because of the laziness and 
shirking of responsibility of the local 
officials. The Board of Punishments, Court 
of Censors, and Viceroys and Governors of 
provinces, are therefore, commanded to 
remedy matters and insist on the prompt 
disposal of all kinds of cases that may 
come before their subordinates, monthly 
reports being hereafter required showin 
cases disposed of within the month and 
those pending. 

(2) Another decree by the Empress 
Dowager exhorting desperate men who 
turn into bandits and robbers to reform 
themselves and enlist in the various regi- 
ments, where brave and strong men 
are required, instead of risking their lives 
in robbing and pillaging.

opinion that no good will be done by 
abolishing for ever these important posts, 
Thereby conmand that the said provincial 
posts beat once restore:t and, in consonance 
With this resolution, Inow appoint ‘Tseng Ho 
(Manchu, and nephew of Yi Lu, Viceroy of 
Chibli) to be the Governor of Hupeh ; Lu 
Ch‘uan-lin (formerly Viceroy of Szechuan) 
to be Governor of Kuangtung, and Ting 
Chen-tu, (Provincial Treasurer of Chinese 
Turkestan) to be Governor of Yunnan, 
With reference to the Director-General- 
ship of the Yellow River, the large staff 
and. intrioate machinery connected with 
the river conservation will obviously be 
too great a burden and responsibility 
to be borne alone by the Governor of 
Honan, and I, therefc command that 
Jén Tao-yung return to his old post, which 
he was just on the point of leaving in 
obedience to the decree of the Emperor.

(1) I, the Empress Dowager, having at 
heart the welfare of my people aud the 
permanence of the dynasty, am of opinion 
that every effort’ should be made to 
est blish reserve granaries and volunteer 
military organisation throughout the coun- 
try, as these are actually the basis of a 
strong Empire, With full reserve granaries 
on hind in every district of the Empire, 
whenever an emergency arises, or famine, 
the people will have plenty’ to sustain 
themselves with and there will then be no 
great sufferings by which the starved people 
will have to be driven to become robbers 
for sustenance, With trained volunteers 
in all the cities, towns and_ villages 
and the people accustomed to the use of 
arms and the drills and discipline of 
the regular army, the whole country can 
be turned into 'a great armed camp to 
fight for their homes should the oxigencies 
of the moment call our people forth. 
We can then depend upon ourselves 
for the safety of our homes and families, 
Thereby command that the Viceroys and 
Governors. of Chibli, Fengtien, (Lower 
Manchuria) Shantang and Shansi be the 
-first to inaugurate the systems advocated 
above and then let the Viceroys, Governors, 
and Tartar-generals of others provinces 
follow in the footsteps of the Northern 
authorities ; and above all let there be 
diligence, energy, and care exercised in 
the manipulation of the grand work in 
hand. The sovereign on the ‘Throne 
considers the whole empire as one great 
family with Peking, and all must, therefore, 
depend upon one another. Let there be 
‘no timidity or loss of courage at the magni- 
tude of the task before us, but let us, one 
and all, aim for the perfection of our duty 
and there will be no labour lost. 

ON TREATMENT DUE TO THE TROOPS. 

(2) Another decree by the Empress 
Dowager calling upon all the generals and 
high authorities, with Military power, to 
be kind and merciful in the treatment of the 
soldiers and offers under them. The great 
object to be gained is to stop the appalli 
syatem of peculation and ‘dishonesty 0 
the handling of funds destined for the 
payment and feeding of the armies 
































‘of the Empire. While this peculation 
exists the soldiers can never be well and 
justly treated, be the will of the Com- 
manding officers ever so strong to exercise 
kintness and humanity to their men. 
But when the common soldiers and the 
officers immediately above them receive 
their just dues and this coupled with kind 
treatment at the hands of their superior 
officers, they can fbe depended upon to 
know that when their country receives 
shame, this shame is theirs also, and 
the enemies of their country also their 
enemies. This then should he th- great 
aim of the Government and the ‘high 
military and civil authorities throughout 
the empire.

THE QUESTION OF CAPITAL PUNISHMEST 
OF ROBBERS. 

(1) The other day I, the Empress 
Dowager, being touched with pity at the 
want of merey exercised in the case of 
robbers captured for their crimes, where- 
by all were summarily decapitated with- 
out any distinction being made between 
chief and followers, commanded the 
Grand Council to deliberate over this 
matter with the officers of the Triple 
Judiciary—Presidents of the Board of 
Punishments, Court of Censors, and Board 
of Revision—and to report to us the result, 
of their conference. ‘Their report is now 
before me, in which Prince Li—President 
of the Grand Council—and his co-mem- 
orialists . state that “‘the rule of executing 
robbers who have obtained pillage without 
any. distinction made between chief and 
followers was the last resort of the 
law, compelled so to do in consequence 
of the multiplicity and constant re- 
currence of cases of robbery und pillage. 
Even now the law shows extra leniency to 
that member of a robber band who does not 
join his companions in making a raid, and 
also to that member who, although abstain- 
ing from joining, gets his share of the 
divided spoils. ‘There is no truth in the 
assertion that all members of a gang of 
robbers are equally executed. Asa matter 
of fact if local authorities would only 
exercise due care and detail in trying a 
case of robbery, they could easily make a 
distinction in the various stages of guilt of 
their prisoners and give sentence thereby. 
‘There would then be no more complaints 
against wholesale executions. With refer- 
ence, however, to the sentence of wholesale 
decapitations, this law was made only as a 
temporary measure ; it is not a fixed lnw at 
all, The trouble is that provincial officials, 
being of a lazy disposition and hating to 
be bored with long drawn out and careful 
investigations, seize upon the temporary 
regulation in order to get rid of the whole 
affair at one stroke, valuing the lives of the 
pecele cheaper than straw effigies.” ] 
jereby command that, with the exception 
of those provinces where there is fighting 
‘now going on, and where there is no doubt 
in the least that the prisoners caught are 
insurgents, mounted bandits, members of 
secret societies and disbanded soldiers, 
whose crimes are graver and more serious 
‘and who therefore should be summarily de- 
capitated—a temporary but necessary law— 

‘other cases amongst the masses, relat- 
ing to robbery with arms in hand, shall 
hereafter be tried and dealt with in accor- 
dance to the old written law, in order that

(1) I, the Empress Dowager, ‘Tze-hsi- 
tuan-yu, ete., have, of lute, been e 
considering, the importance of raising 
and putting our drilled armivs upon a better 
basis as to arms, welfare, and comfort, and 
for this reason repeated decrees had been 
issued by the Throne to clear out all use- 
lessyaged and supertluous characters on the 
rolls of the various regiments in the pro- 
vinces, the idea being that, with these 
aged ahd supertiuous men oub of the way, 
the money spent on them could be used 
in giving extra pay and comfort to those 
who had been retained for their fitness in 
age and physical strength and courage to 
become yood soldiers. ‘This indeed is the 
most important question for development 
by this Government at the present mo- 
mont. But Iam most-indignant to learn 
that there is a habit among military officers 
to curry favour with their superiors, using 
large portions of funds, confided to them 
for payment to the rank: and file, to buy 
favour amongst their superior officers in 
order to obtain promotion and lucrative 
posts. On this account we often hear of 
denunciations against military ollicials for 
pocketing the pay and food-money of their 
troops,and many more delinquencies. Can 
our armies then be expected to improve 
when such pernicious practices are allowed? 
What then are our Viceroys,Governors, and 
‘Tartar Generals in the provinces doing? 
Knowing these bad habits we must now 
set about to reform them, so that when 
the time comes, I can depend upon the help 
and actual services of every soldier to 
whom the government allowance is paid. 
Teall upon my Viceroys, Governors, and 

‘urtar Generals to prove their gratitude 
for the gracious bounties bestowed upon 
them by the Throne by setting earnestly 
to work on this most important question, 
and I promise further that if in the 
future I shall hear of any more embezzling 
of the pay of the soldiers and like frauds, 
I will not exercise any leniency but shall 
order the miscreants to execution in ac- 
cordance with military law.

aded "by Prince Li, President of the 
Grand Council, in which they unanimously 
recommend the appointment of a high 
Minister of the Court to go to Shantung 
and make a special investigation of the 
whole river so as to obtain reliable data to 







































p eels future discussions on the subject. 
, therefore, hereby appoint the Grand 
Secretary, Li Hung-chang, as Imperial High 
Commissioner to Shantung where he is to 
have as colleagues Jén Tao-yung, Director- 
General of the Yellow River, and Chang 
Ju-mei, Governor of Shantung. They 
shall then make a journey through the 
whole ler of the River, make a thorough 
examination of the condition and aspects 
thereof, and study the whole question of 
conservation. ‘They shall exert special care 
that their report of the river shall be on a 
thorough knowledge of the question and 
obtained from reliable sources so that there 
may be no more mistakes made when the 
work of conservation is once begun. The 
said High Commissioners should remember 
that the importance of the conservation of 
iver is one of vast and grave 
ponsibility, as the safety of millions of 
the inhabitants of Shantung depends upon 
a correct solution of the matter. Let there 
be no slipshod work or shifting of respon- 
sibility on one another's shoulders. Let 
the High Commissioners also present an 
estimate of what the proposed works 
would actually cost so that steps may be 
taken thereon. 

(4) Ch'ien Ying-pu, President of the 
Board of Works, is hereby granted the 
privilege of riding in a two-bearer sedan- 
chair within the Precincts of the Western 
Palace-gutes. He is also excused from the 
duty of introducing officials at Imperial 
audiences. 

rHe “ORTHODOX WAY.” 

(3) I, the Empress Dowager Tze-h 
tuan-yu, ete. have received a memorial 
from the Ministers of the Board of Rit 
dilating on. the supreme importance 
making it known throughout the whole 
Empire that there are to be no changes 
from the old methods of literary examina- 
tions among candidates for degrees, in 
order to set at rest, once for all,the present 
uncertainty that has been caused by the 
Emperor's recent reform measures in the 
above direction. Now as the Empire has 
always prospered and flourished under tho 
old régime and from the methods of old 
have been evolved the following books 
i.e. Regulations Governing Examinations, 
sanctioned by Inperial decree ; Regulations 
for Guidance of Literary Chancellors, sunc- 
tioned by Imperial decree ; and The advan- 
tages and disadeantages to be observed in 
Literary Examinations (which have been 
compiled from former Imperial Decrees), 
all of which have in them the acme 
of excellence, there is indeed no neces- 
sity of making any changes in the 
curriculum of literary examinations that 
has always obtained. I, therefore, grant 
the request of the said Board, which 
is authorised to notify my commands to 
all the Literary Examiners and Literary 
Chancellors throughout the Empire that 
they are henceforth to follow reverentially 
aud carefully the regulations and laws 
mentioned in the above books, in order 
tha the graduates may learn of, and Keep 
to the orthodox way. 

MODERN SCHOOLS 70 DE PERMITTED. 

(6) Tho Board of Rites have further ask- 
ed that I put a stop to the new studies 
ordered to be taught in the provincial col- 
leges,and newly instituted modern schools, 
and that these institutions be commanded 
to return to the old regulations—that 
of giving instructions solely in the Con- 
fucian Analects and Ancient Classics. Now 
the object of these colleges as institutions 
of learning, is to teach solid and sub- 
stantial branches of study and not solely 
old-time books. For instance such subjects 
as astronomy, geography, military strategy. 
athematies, ete., are’ modera require- 
ments necessary for the country’s welfare, 
and as such within the province of educated 
students to acquire. Modern schools do 
not go beyond the instruction of the solid 
studies named above and hence differ in 
name only to the present idea of what 
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collegiate education should be. Their aims 
are really the same. In view of this, 
therefore, I see no reason for putting a 
stop to these modern schools or that these 
modern studies be prohibited from the old 
provincial colleges ; nor should it be main- 
tained that modern studies should not be 
taught in the colleges. Let this be made 
known throughout the Empire.

PROHIBITION OF IMPORTS FROM 
NEWCHWANG. 
Custom House, 
Shanghai, 22nd September, 1899. 
Sin,—On the advice of the Medical 
Oflicer in charge of the Chungpaosha.Sani- 
tary Station, the Newehwang Custom House 


has been informed by wire that in addition 
to the articles aiready named in Harbour 
Notification No. 1 of 1899 the importation 
from Newchwang of furs, skins, bristles, 
hair and beancake would not be permitted 
for the present. 

Tt has further been arranged with the 
China Merchants’ Steam Navization Co., 
that a shipment of some 250 packages 
skins, hair and bristles imported by the 
Fungshun from Newchwang would not be 
landed at this port, but taken back to 
Newchwang by the same steamer. Simi- 
larly a small shipment of skins imported 
by the s.s. Toonan will be transhipped on 
the Fungshun and taken back to New- 
chwang.” It would not be possible to 
effectually disinfect such cargo without 
damaging it. :

It is needless for me to poi 
out the dangerous nature of the © 
above named; and while T personally 
deeply regret the necessity that has arisen 
for its prohibition, still, the risk and 
terests involved are too great to admit of 
any relaxation. Had the northern ports 
followed. Shanghai's lead and medically 
inspected direct steamers from infected 
ports the cause for the present restriction 
would in all probability not have arisen. 

I trust the Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce will readily recognise and 
approve the necessity for the measures 
now adopted for the safety of this port.

Although a mistake in interpreting a 
telephonic messave led those who atten 
Thursday's meet of the China Br 
of the Royal Asiatic Society into anticpat- 
ing « paper on the province of Szechuan, 
instead of a town in that province called

Chou dynasty, and also:for its Indian corn, 
Rabbings of these inscriptions were alxo 
supposed to he invested with Lhe power of 
presersing from fire any building in whieh 
they were” hung. The speaker next de- 
scribed the wonderful bamboo bridye with 
a span of 390 feet hy which the city was 
approached. It eomsisted of fiflecn lung 
ropes, and from the water ty the bridge 
was atleast fity feet. Another pecutiari 
of the distriet, the single rope brid 
crossed by means of saddles, was des 
and then Me. Hi 
say of what the missionaries were doing 
that portion of the empire. Apart from 
the spreading of the gospel the missionaries 
were going a great deal to open up the 
country to the outside world. Lt took 
them two yeas to get into the city but 
when they did vet in the people were very 
kind. Later when the Bishop enne t opel 
a hall the people recived him with ecackers 
and salutes, aud when the speaker left © 
month ayo, the people paid every compli- 
at to him and escorted him on his way 
le outside the ety. Tt 
was -worth making the effort, aud in the 
end when you had once gained she heart 
and confidence of the people they treated 
you very well. It was the organised ate 
tacks that were to be feared. 

‘The Rev. J. Vale, of Chéngtu, sho had 
spent ten years in the province, spoke of 
the great resources of Sz-chuan in the way 
of salt-wells, natural yas, and white wax. 
He also spoke of the wonderful natural 
system of irrigation of the Chéngtu plin, 
which he hoped to be able to invest 
on his return, He instanced some of the 
purposes the wonderful force of water 





























































could be used for. The speaker paid a 
warm tribute to the formee Vicerny Lu 
Ch*uan-lin (now the Governor of this pro- 


vinee of Kiangsu) for the many useful re- 
forms he had endeavoured to introduce 
during his tenure of office. Tnstuners such 
as n reform of the local currency, the erec- 
tion of the telegraph from ‘Tachienlu to 
gta, and the op-ning of xchuols in 
which French and English were taught 
ven. ‘To a certain extent the 
ed ofticinl suffvred in popularity 
as caricatures were issned repre 
senting him asa stag being led » 
sheep. The speakers explained that Lu’s 
surname meant “stag” whilst the sheep 
was a punning allusion to the word for 
foreigner yany. 

General Mesny said that some years ago, 
in 1867, or 1868 some of the Szechuan 
petroleum was brought to Shanghai and 
proved to be very good, whilst he also 
tried to induce the natives to employ less 
primitive methods for getting the brine. 

‘The Chairman, in thanking the speakers, 
differed entirely from Dr. Edkins, con: 
tending that Szechuan knew nothing of 
China, and China knew nothing of Szechuan 
until long after the Han dynasty. As for 
the legends af Yu, if such a.person existed 
it was not in China or Szechuan. The 
myths attaching to his. name were. a 
mixture of stories which had been brought 
from India. Four thousand yenrs bofore 
Christ. Chinese history was a perfect blank.

AN OUTRAGE. 
To the Editor of the 
Norra-Camsa Dany News. 

Sm,—You kindly published on the 9th 
inst. under the heading of ‘A Charge of 
Partiality” my letter commenting on the 
Municipal Regulation against furious 
driving.

S’yyPHOON EXPERIENCE IN 
JAPAN. 





To the Editor of the 
Noxrs-Cuisa Dany News. 

Sim,—As you were good enough ts re- 
imark'that a short account of tie typhoon 
in Japan on the 7th instant may be of in- 
terest to your readers, I will endeavour to 
comply with your suggestion by recording 
my personal experience. 

‘On the morning of Saturday, the 7th of 
October, I was nt the well known hostelry 
at Kamakura en route to Miyanoshita. 
‘The weather was dull und oppressive ; the 
wky overcast with threatening appearance, 
and fierce gusts of wind at intervals. 
good people of the hotel warned me tl 
typhoon was approaching, and that it 
would be exceelingly imprudent to_pro- 














ceed ; but, disregarding their advice, I left 
by train at 1 p.m, Visitors to the beauti- 
ful provinces of Musashi, Sagemi, Koshu, 
Suroga, and Idza will remember that after 
crossing the Banyu Ri 
almost parallel therewith the railway, skirts 
the bench which bounds an unbroken sweop 
cf southerly ocean. In ordinary weather 
the blue water rolls noiselessly upon the 
bench leaving a varying line of white surf 
which widens, recedes, disappears and is 
renewed with every successive roll ; it was 
now to be seen under different conditions, 
As the train started the typhoon liad really 
begus, the barometer having fallen to 
28.90.’ Tremendous gusts of wind accom- 
panied by torcential rain now made it al- 
i i it shelter 
or support. way’ is 

the moe gauge, I think about 39 y nches, 
there seemed no hesitation on the part 
the officixls in starting the train, althou 
it was well-known thata fow miles further 
we would have to cross the bridge over the 
stony course of the Banyugawn, ‘The bridye 
over that river ix of considerable length, 
the line being laid upon stone piers, 
so that the traveller, looking out of the 
side window of an ordinary ear, would find 
nothing below him except the stone but- 
tresses he passes. The mouth of the rivar

When a yale of wind is blowing from the 
S., S.E., or S.W., the soa is driven with 
feat force into this river and ascends to » 
considerable distance from its mouth, As 
the train approached the bridge terrific 
squalls of wind burst upon it, and the sea 
seemed as if it were about to engulf the 
bridge altogether; the tops of the high 
waves, cut by the squalls, mingled with 
the heavy rain, and almost obscured quite 
near objects from sight. Japanese en- 
trusted with official duties exercise very 
little discretion as to whether circumstances 
would excuse the performance of those 
duties ; their maxim seemingly is to obey 
orders regardless of consequences, and thus 
eer, conductor, or other person 
responsible for the cars lull of passengers, 
undeterred by the fury of the storm, 
proceeded to cross the bridge, As the 
train left the partial shelter afforded by 
the Innd and emerzed upon the exposed 
1S squalls of wind thrextened 
anedia'ely to blow the whole train over 
the bridge. ‘This actually occurred on the 
same day, and about the same time; a 
train crossing the river near to Awomori, 
about 400 miles north, was swopt away 
out of one hundred pasengors seventy 
are still missing, An ordinary person would 
have thought prudence the better part 
f valour, and id not have proceeded 
on so perilous a journey ; but our engineer 
held on his couise at a speed certainly not 
exceoding six miles an hour, In. tho 
centre of the bridge the fury of the storm 
was remarkable; the wind was apparently 
x solid body, varying slightly in force, the 
squalls seeming ‘nctually to lift the’ exr- 
ringes on one wide leaving only the wheols 
on the other clinging to the mils, Ta the 
right the valley or river course wasn see! = 
ing mass of water, rain, spray and débris 
of various kinds.’ ‘lowsrds the centre of 
the bridge the danger seemed imminent of a 
second Tay Bridge disaster, Hyd tho train 
heen derailed Ido not think ther was the 
least possibility of a single human being 
escaping, und to me it will always appear 
little short of « miracle that the bridge was 
safely crossed under such conditions. But 
crosved it was, and we proceeded, still ex- 
posed to the fury of the storm, but more 
sheltered, and passed Oiso on toward 
Kodzu. ‘Here the scene was magnificent. 
‘The typhoon, drifting up from the south 
had driven before it immense ocoan waved 
which could be seen darkly in the distance ; 
appronching truly like mountains of water 
to break upon the beach: with a roar which 
drowned every other sound, the atmosphero 
being obscured by rain, spay, branches of 
trovs, and flying objects upparently of every 
deseript 
T feel that my powers of dolineation are 
far too limited to do justice to a storm of 
such grandeur. Larrived at Mrs. Yama- 
guchi's famous hotel at Miyanoshita at 8 
o'clock, having walked from Kodzu, as 
tram and jinriesha tratfic was entirely 
suspended, the road and rails being under 
water in many places, 
I have been in Shanghai during a so- 
called typhoon, and I feel that such xtmos- 
eric disturbances contrast with au Octo- 
ber typhoon in Japan as they do with a 
south-easterly breeze in Shanghai in sum- 
mer. 
T learned afterwards that the barometri- 
cal readings were ae follows :—

North, I, the Empress Dowager, Tze- 
tuxn-yu, ete., being filled with’ deep 
day and night. with regard to the 
univers distress which would’ assuredly 
hefall my subjects thould the drought co 
tinue any longer, commanded the ennstruc- 
tion, the other day of a number of special 
altars to Heaven whereon sacrificial eeremo- 
could be performed hy the priests in 
praying for rain, Now as the celebration 
of my birthday aniversary falls on the 10th 
day af the 10th moon (12th November) 
and_these altars will interfere therewith, 
the Emperor has asked to be permitted to 
remove them. Considering, however, that 
the altars have been erected on behalf of 
my people avd that rain had not yet fallen, I 
refused my eo But the Emperor has 
thrice persisted in his prayer, thereby show- 
ing thnt he was earnest in his filial piety, 
and thinking that any further persistent 
refusal on my part would appear like 
hanghty obstinacy I had to give way and, 
therefore, command that these rain altars 
be temporarily taken down, commencing 
from the end of this month (2nd November,) 
and re-erected after the birthday festivities 
are finished, so that earnest prayers for 
rain iaay he continued is usual, 

Note It will be remembered that, when'| 
the Emperor’s birthday anniversary fell on 
the 28th day of the Gth moon (4th August 
ast), the poverty of the Exchequer and the 
Emperor's “health” were given as reasons 
for prohibiting any celebrations ; the Empress 
Dowager’s jealousy of the Emperor's popu- 
larity even going so far as to forbid the 
Teungli Yamen from presenting to his Ma- 
jesty the loyal congratulations on the event, 
telegraphed by the Chinese in San Fran:

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BANDITS IN FORMOSA. 
——— 
TREATY WITH THE JAPANESE. 


An a sequel to the interview with Dr. 
W. Wykeham Myers on Formosan affairs 
which we published on Monday morning, we 
now print the translntion—from the China 
‘Mail—of the remarkable treaty which was 
entered into by the Japanese with the 
banditti chiefs of the island. Its terms 
were actually dictated by Lim Siau-nian, 
one of the strongest of these chiefs, and 
it has formed the basis of the other 
treaties, Kah Thih-haw, however, who 
is perhaps the most important bandit, 
and whose territory comprises very nearly 
the whole of mid-Foruiosa, refuses to. ac- 
cept the third clause, and declines to allow 
a Japanese to enter his territory even for 
the purpose of using the established roxds. 





Lim Siau-ninn, of course, has permitted , 


this. About a month ago Kah Thib-haw 
asserted that a man arrested in flagrante 
delicto in Japanese territory belonged t 

him and demanded his immediate rendition 
‘The Japanese replied that he was a well 
known character, who had long resided in 
their portion, but Kah Thih-haw delivered 
an ultimatom, which had the desirod 
effect. ‘This yielding, however, only seemed 
to increase the bandit’s arrogance, and his 
demands became more and more heavy;;this 
state of affairs has culminated in general

2,—In this region of An-piah-né-chng, 
swhere you aro to reside, you are hereby 
authorised to lay claimn to ail abandoned ot

[As a result of the punitive expedition 
in the beginning of this year there are said 
to bo now large tracts of land ownerless.) 

3.—You licreby agree to permit Japan- 
ese officers to pass up and down any 
old-established main roxds through your 
territory, but this permission does not hold 
with regard to any new roads or bye-ways. 

{Lim Sinu-nian regards this as most 
portant. The only highway from Hongsan 
to the south passes through this territory, 
and it is said that his armed followers 
patrol it night and day.] 
































4,—From new onwards you and your | P 


followers undertake to iend peaceable lives. 
Outside of your lands, if any one accuses 
your followers of depredations, the Japan- 
‘ese authorities shall inquire into the matter, 
and if found true shall inform you of the 
same. You then undertake to arrest and 
hand over the offenders to the said authiori- 
ties for punishment. 

6.—In the event of lawbreakers or 
people trying to avoid payment of taxes 
seeking refuge in your territory, the au- 
thorities of the offender's district shall 
inform you of the same, and you hereby 
undertake to hand over such persons to 
the Japanese. 

6.—In the event of any of your followers 
passing outside your frontiers fully armed, 
and on that account being arrested by 
Japanese police, we hereby undertake to 
release all such on receiving proof from 
you thst they are your men. 





7.—From all persons owing you money, 
or having stolen your goods, we hereby 
authorise you to demand full return of 
such property, you on your part undertaking 
to extort only what is due. 

8.—With regard to yourself, your re- 
tainers, avd their families, whose names 
and surnames are known to us, we hereby 
pardon all former offences. With regard 
to those who are not known, in the event 
of their being arrested by the Japanese 
police, before trying or punishing, we shall 
allow ‘several days for you to inform us of 
such, ani on receipt of your testimony they 
shall he liberated.

ON INVESTMENTS. 
——.

In the following article, it is proposed 
to deal with tho prospectuses and formation 
of companies generally and the points to 
be noted in considering new investments. 

‘A company is formed for the purpose 
either of starting a new undertaking, or of 
acquiring and working one already in exist- 
ence, and the prospectuses will of course 
differ very materially in the two cases. 

Suppose the undertaking be a new one ; 
then the chief considerations are first, whe- 
ther there is a genuine want for such a 
and, secondly, whether the company, 
considering the directorate, capital and 
materials at its disposal, ix likely success- 
fully to fill that want.’ Where tectinical 
processes are involved in the new enter- 
Prise, it is extremely difficult for those who 
xre uot experts to form any reliable 
opinion. Take » company formed to manu- 
facture paper iv Shanghai. ‘There is no 
question that any amount of cheap paper 
can be absorbed ; the want is indefinite, it 

merely a question of prise. But the 
rice at which paper can be successfully 
made in Shanghai is a question for experts. 
Ie depends on the cost of the raw material, 
whether wood-pulp or fibre, the chemicals 
used in theprocessand theexpensesof mana- 
facture. The recently issued prospectus of 
the Shanghai Pulp and Paper Company, 
Limited, is praiseworthy in setting out in 
the greatest detail the figures on which the 
anticipations of the directors are based. 
The statements in the prospectus are to 
the point, and the whole essence of the 
thing, viz., the capital outlay of starting the 
amanufactory and the annual income and 
expenditure, are Inid before the public 
in order that possible investors may form 
their own opinion as to whether the busi- 
ness is likely to be a success. The only 
fault that could be found is that the esti- 
mates aint at almost too great an exactness. 

Tu the case of all new undertakings, tho 
intending subscriber has to rely almost 



































entirely on the individual and collective 
capacity of the Board of Directors. It 
must be assumed that they have gone far 
more thoroushly into the pros and cons 
than any ordinary subscriber ean go, more 
especially if some of them have special 
knowledge in the business of the intended 
company. ‘The statements they make in a 
prospectus must (so the luw says) be based 
not only on good faith, but also on proper 
enquiries. Considering how important a 
factor the directorate is to the public who 
are asked to subscribe, it is a pity tho 
directors’ share qualification is rarely men- 
tioned in a prospectus. The public ought 
to know how far the Directors are hound 
to go into the concern with their own 
money, as in tho cxso of new undertakings 
there is little but the Directors’ anticipa- 
tions to guide them, and it would he valu- 
able to know how far those anticipati 
are hacked up by x monetary stake, 

The prospectuses of companies which 
are formed to take over an_ existing 
business involve different and far moro 
complex considerations. For here wo 
have to deal with the two great evils of 
joint stock companies—the promoter and 
over-capitalisation. The profits to be 
made by company promotion, é.e., selling 
an existing concera to © company, Are so 
large that the majority of companies 
which have appeared of late years havo 
had no other reason for their oxistenco 
than the enrichment of vendors and pro- 
moters, 

‘The first point to notice in the prospectus 
will be the capital of the company, and the 
second the price to he paid for the concern, 
These two figures are usually obtained by 
a simple metiod. ‘The price at which tho 

ness is to be sold is determined by 
fixing the minimum amount of prospective 
dividend which will induce the public to 
subscribe, and capitalising on that. basis, 
For instance, say a prospective 7% will 
attract the public ; then if the business has 
been earning ‘Tis. 70,000 per annum, the 
capital would be put at ‘tis. 1,000 000, 
and the public would be told that the 
average earnings of the undertaking have 
Lieen sufficient to extu at least 7% and that 
with an increase of capital much larger 
profits may be expected, otc. A small 
part of the capital has to be set aside xs 
working capital, the whole of the rest goes 
to the vendors. 

This, it will be observed, is a different 
method from that pursued where » firm 
sells its business to another firm, and the 
parties are dealing at arm's length. In 
such a case the assets are purchased at a 
valuation, and good-will is either disre- 
garded or taken at one or two yours! pure 
chase of the annual nvt income. © ‘Lo arrive 
at how the price works out on a true 
business method in the case of company 
flotation, it is necessary to deduct the 
value of the assets ns given in the pro- 
spectus from the purchase price, and what 
remains over (astally largo sum) must 
of course represent good-will. It is then 
eaxy to form a very fair iden whether tho 
price paid for good-will is or is not exces- 
sive, ‘The thing to remember is that in 
company flotation, there is no real bar- 
gaining between the vendors and the 
company. In common language the con- 
cern is “turned into” a company. The 
Directors are as a rule nominevs of the 
vendors and promoters, and they put the 
purchase price and the capital of the com- 
pany nt whatever figure the vendors think 
Bt to select. 

With regard to the Directors and other 
officers of this company, it is of course of 
the utmost importance tat they should be 
reliable men, but in judging the prospectus 
there is much more to go on than their 
mere names and anticipations as in the 
caxe of m new concern, where these two 
considerations are paramount. In con- 
sidering the business to be taken over, the 
assets and then the profits should be 
noticed. As to the assets, it is desirable 
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to see whether they have been valued on j 


behalf of the company. Asa general rule, 
the valuer has been instructed hy the 
vendors, and it makes a very considerable 
difference in a valuation whether the 
seller or the buyer has instructed the 
valuer, A properly drawn prospectus 
should always be clear on this point. 

‘fhe profits are usually given for the Inst 
three years, but sometimes only the aver- 
age protit is given. ‘This is most objection- 
able, us it is impossible to tell whether the 
business has been increasing or diminish- 
ing. Extreme brevity is often excused by 
“trade reasons,” which preclude the 
publication of details; in all cases it is 
worth while to consider why, if the busi- 
ness is as profitable as the prospectus 
indicates, the owners are farting with it. 
‘The reasons may be, and often are, stated 
in the prospectus, but the more that ean 
be found out on this point the better. 

It is also desirable to uotica whether the 
vendors have agreed to continue in the 
management of the concern, or have agreed 
not to compete with the company. ‘The 
vendors usually begin by having a larze 
stake in the company, but if they part with 
this and apply theic talents to developing a 
rival concern, the unfortunate shareholders 
may find that the good-will they have par- 
chased turns out to he of very little valu 

‘Phe presence of the promoter may usually 
be ascertained by a statement towards the 
en of the prospectus intimating that the 
vendors aro selling at a profit: this means 
that the real owners are not dealing direct 
with the company, but that there is an 
intermediate vendor who is making a profit, 
out of the transaction, 

Tt is impossible in the space of a short 
article to touch on the numerous kinds of 
business of which the prospectuses are 
offered to the public, but everyone will 

iso that certain classes of business, 
requiring large capital aud much routi 
work, such as bank, insurance, and ship- 
ping’ concerns, are specially ‘adapted to 
joint stock management, while those 
which require a great deal of personal 
superintendence and prompt action, such 
as n merchant's business, are better carried 
fon by a felr responsible partners. With 
regurd to shipping companies, it may be 
interesting to note that limited liability, 
as conferred by the joint stock company, 
has been carried to the finest possible 
point. One of the chief objections to ship- 
ping companies is the heavy losses they 
aro linble to incur through collisions. A 
shipowner may havo to pay tens of thou- 
sands if one of his ships has the misfortune 
torun down another ship. ‘To avoid this 
inconvenient loss, a shipowner need only 
teach ship of his fleet into a separ- 
rate limited companye.g. the Pekiny limited, 
the Valetta limited, and so on. Tf the s.x. 
Peking is unlucky ‘enough to negligently 
sink & valuable steamer and goes down 
herself, the assets of tho company are 
gone, tnd the owner of the unfortunate 
steamer, which was not to blame, can 
get next to nothing from the liquidation 
of the Peking limited, which is alrendy 
at the bottom of the sea. If each ship of 
a fleet is thus protected against claims for its 
own negligence, a considerable amount of 
compensation might be saved, though 
something may be said against the 
morality of the arrangement. 

Wheit new company of any importance 
is advertised, the bulk of subscribers apply 
for shares in the hope of velling their allot- 
ments at a profit, and the premium which 
shares rexch before allotment is « most 
dangerous and delusive bait to the investor. 
‘As is well-known, the capitel of most com- 
panies is underwritten, and a large body 
of brokers and others are thus directly 
interested in the public's subscribing, and 
the dealings at « premium before allotment 
are generally fictitious, entered into solely 
to obtain subscribers, who will unload the 
underwriters. However, the intricacies of 
a highly specialised Stock Exchange are 


















































happily unknown to Shanghai, and we 
can pass on to the last class of investments, 
viz,, mortgages, 

‘Mortgages yield a higher rate of interest 
than stock exchange securities of equal 
security, owing to the fact that they are 
not marketable and there is also uo pro- 
spective increase in capital value which the 
investor in companies’ shares usually looks 
for. The most that can be expected in 
the case of a mortgage is to get the money 
back with interest. 

In considering « proposal for a loan on 
mortgage the personal covenant of the 
borrower should be disrezarded, the pro- 
perty offered as security being alone ro- 
lied on. The best mortgage security 
consists of land and houses bringing in 
an assured net income in excess of the 
interest on the loan ant 
ample margin (i.e. more than than one 
third) in capital value: the worst kinds 
are short leascholds and land having only 
a speculative value for future building and 
requiring a heavy outlay before it can be 
utilised. Between these two there is every 
variety and the interest obtainable will, of 
course, vary inversely as the excellence of 
the security. 

In Shanghai if the borrower is Chinese, 
the land should be transferred into the 
lender's name. It would seem that accord- 
ing to Chinese law mortgagee cannot ex- 
ercise a power of sale or give a good title 
ty a purchaser and, if proceedings were 
necessary against x’ Chinese horrower, it 
should be remembered that Chinese nw 
might very possibly be held to control th 
bargain in spite of any agreement to the 
contrary. Until the Bank of China caso 
is finally settled, it is impossible to say 
whether a Chinese cau contract himself out 
of the laws of Chi i 
better for the foreigner to 
position of defendant, instexd of havi 
take his mortgage into the Mixed Court. 

‘A well-selected mortgage should never 
involve any loss of capital if properly 
watched. ‘The lawyer is personally ro- 
sponsible for the title to the property 
comprised in the mortgage being good ; he 
practically guarantees the borrower's 
so that the lender has only to concern 
self with seeing that the value of his 
security does not become diminished. If 
it does diminish he can call in his loan and 
requito immediate payment, and if the 
amount is not paid forthwith, he can com- 
mence proceedings the very next day if he 
chooses. He cannot realise his security 
by sale for two monthy or moro (whatever 
the agreed time may be), but he ean do 
everything elso which ix disagreeable to 
his borrower by tal bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, ete., and so compel him to pay 
the money or find another lender, 

It need hardly be mentioned that al- 
though the lender can call in and insist on 
payment of his money at any time, the 

rrower has to give five months’ notice or 
pay interest in lieu thereof if he wants to 
pay off his debt, aud not, only is this sy 

ut even if the debt is suddenly discharged 
out of policy moneys or such like source, 
the lender is still entitled to his interest 
in lieu of notice over and above his princi- 
pal. So.that taking it_all round, the old- 
fashioned mortgage is still about the 
soundest and most profitable investment 
which the capitalist can select. 
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THE DREYFUS CASE. 


(Fnost ovR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 
SoS 

Six days have now elapsed since the 
second condemnation of Dreyfus, and there 
is no sign of publie agitation in his favour. 
The government was so apprehensive of 
disturbances in Paris on Sunday that a 
strong hint was given to the President of 
the court-martial to postpone the decision 
until Monday. The trial was nevertheless 


finished of with startling suddenness on 
Saturday, and, as I foreshadowed in my 
letter dispatched the day before, the 
prisoner was convicted. Two judges out 
of the seven, however, voted for an acquit- 
tal, and the sentence—ten years’ detention 
in a fortress—was conseqnently less severe 
than that which resulted from the un- 
animous conviction in 1894. Strictly 
speaking, the recondemnation entails a 
second degradation, but the judges them- 
selves have signed’ a petition for tho ro- 
mission of this part of the penalty, and 
there is not the least doubt that their re- 
commendation will have the desired effect. 
As the period of imprisonment already en- 
dured by Dreyfus must be deducted from the 
new sentence, he has really only five years 
and four months to serve, even supposing 
that he is required to pay his supposed 
debt to society to the uttermost farthing. 
This is not at all likely to be the case. 
If, ns is practically certain, the military 
Court of Revision rejects his appeal, the 
President of tho Republic. will, as T 
have already stated, order his release, in 
the goneral interests of the country. ' At 
the same time, the proceedings against 
General Mercier, Colonel Picquart, and M. 
Zola will be allowed to drop, so that the 
whole afsir may be at last brought to an 
end and the country allowed to enjoy a 
brief period of rest prior to the Great 
Exhibition of 1900. Fveryono except a 
handful of rabid extremists would applaud 
this general amnesty. Even Dreyfus’ most 
influential supporters recognise the neces- 
sity, as business men, of no longer sup- 
porting an agitation which, though abun- 
dantly justifiable from one point of view, 
hus done a great deal of harm to France, 
As for Dreyfus himself,he fully realises that 
his innocence is clearly established in tho 
eyes of the world, and he will rest content 
with this moral satisfaction. In any caso 
he is not likely to live long. Ho is a 
victim to chronic dysentery, ho has takon 
no solid food for months past, his muscles 
aro atrophied und, in short, ho is x com- 
plete wreck. His aufferings have shorten- 
ed his existence by twenty-five years. 
Whatever his original faults of character 
he has well earned the right to spend the 
remainder of his days with his incompar- 
able wife and with his two children who 
are still waiting for him to come homo 
“from a long voyage.”

Pao Hono Hove v. Hoxttpay, Wise & Co. 


This was a claim made by the Pao Hung 
Hong against Messrs. Holliday, Wise & Co, 
for the delivery of certain goods to tho 
value of Tis, 633, as to which they alleged

ps and White-Cooper) ap: 

iffs, and Mr. D, McNeill 

(Messrs. Domdall, Hanson and McNeill) 
for the defeniants. 

‘The petition was as follo 

1.—The plaintiff firm carries on business in 
Shanghai as general merchants and are Chinese 
subjects 

2—The defendants aro a firm of general 
merchants «nd commission azeuts carrying on 
business at Shanghai and elsewhere and are 
British subjects. 

3.—On or about the 30th and SIst of May, 
1899, the plaintiffs paid to the defendants 
the sum of Tis. 633 as purchase money for 
140 cases or thereabouts of soap. 

4.—The defendants have refused to deliver 
the'140 cases of soap aforesaid and to return 
the Tis. 633 to the pl: it 

‘The plaintiffs therefore pray :— 

1.—That the defendants may be ordered to 
deliver the said 140 cases of soap to the 
plaintiffs. 

2.—In the alternative that they may be 
ordered to return the Tis. 633 to the plain- 
tiffs with interest thereon at the current rate. 

3.—That the defendants may be ordered - 
to pay the costs of th: 

4.—Such other relief as tho Court may’ 
find fit to grant. 

‘The answer was as follows :— 

1.—The defendants have no knowledge 
of the, matters alleged in paragraph 1 of the 
Petition. 

2.—The defendants admit paragraphs 2 
and 4 of the petition. 
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—The defendants do not admit paragraph 
3 of the petition. 
‘And for further answer to the petition of 
the plaintiffs the defendants say : 
4.—The defendants never at any time 
contracted to. sell to the plaintifis 140 cases 
or any other quantity of soap.. 
‘5. The defendants admit that in or about 
tho m nth of May, 1899, they received 
of Tis. 633, but they deny that they re 
the eaid sum from or for account of the 
plaintiffa, ‘The said sum of Tis. 633 was paid 
to and received by the defendants for credit 
of an account standing in the books of the 
defendants in the names of Koong Chee and 
Ho Chee upon which account a large sum 
was then due to the defendants and the said 
‘sum go paid and received was duly placed by 
the defendants to the credit of the said 
account Ieaving a considerable balance due 
and still remaining due to the defendants. 
‘Mr. Morgan Phillips said the facts of 
the case were perhaps somewhat peculiar, 
but the legal solution of them seemed, to 
him, simplo in the extreme. ‘The plaintiff 
firm, Pao Hung Hong, commenced busi- 
ness at tho commencement of the last 
Chinese Now Year as general merchants. 
‘They sold soap and candles among other 
things, and might be called oilmen at home. 
On or about 7th March of this year the 
defendants’ shroff called at the ‘plaintift 
hong and stated that he had some soap 
and candles for disposal. He said that 
these goods had been purchased from 
the defendants by two firms, Ho Cheo and 
Koong Chee, who had, however, failed to 
take delivery of the’ goods, which were 
accordingly in the hands of the defendants, 
He asked the plaintifis’ shroff if he would 
take any. ‘The latter consented to do so, 
thoreupon bought 100 cases of soap 
and 600 cases of candles. The candles 
were notin disputoin this action. On that 
occasion also, the defendants’ shroff handed 
to the plaintiffs’ shroff an invoice which 
was dated January 26th, addressed to 
Koong’ Chee, and stated that he had 
Vought 100 ‘cases of soap at acertain 
price, On or abcut March 24th the 
defendants’ shroff again went to the 
plaintiff hong and asked if they would 
purchase more soap, telling the same story 
as to how the goods remained in defen- 
dants’ possession. It was agreed to take 
200 boxes and two invoices were handed 
over, both dated 23cd February. One 
stated that Koong Chee had bought 100 
boxes, and the other that Ho Chee had 
made’ a similar purchase. On 22nd of 
March, the plaintiffs commenced to take 
delivery of the soap, and sent to the 
defendants a native’ bank order for 
‘Ts. 188 for 40 cases. On 7th April they 
sent an order for Tis. 94 for 20 cases ; on 
Ath April an order for Tis. 325 for 70 cases; 
and on 20th May an order for ‘Tis. 150 
for’ 30 cases. ‘Thus the total up to that 
date was 160 cases out of 300, and no 
difficulty had been made about delivery. 
On 30th May the plaintifis sent an em- 
ployee to Messrs. Holliday, Wise & Co. 
with an order for Tis. 260 as payment for 
60 cases, ‘This employee saw a gentleman 
in the employment of the firm who told 
him that it would be necessary to clear.90 
eases, and accordingly ho returned and 
obtained an order for Tis. 140 for 30 more 
cases, Again he was told that the whole 
ing soap should be cleared, and a 
e ho went to Mesers. Holliday, 
Wise & Co., with an order for Tis. 230 as 
payment for the last 50 cases. It was in 
respect of these 140 cases and Tis. 633 
that the present claim was made, for either 
on that or the next day delivery was refus- 
ed. The plaintiff himself accordingly went 
to Messrs. Holliday, Wise & Co. and saw 
Mr. Hutchison. He asked how it was 
that, having paid for these goods, delivery | 
was refused. Mr. Hutchison said he difl not | 
know anything about Pao Hung Hong and 
that he had better go and see the shroff. 
‘The plaintiff accordinyly went to the shroff, 
who told him that his guarantee with the 






































firm had expired. He (the shroff) had thing worse 
contracted f0 take these goods from | mistaken ides of tho law. 





Messrs. Holliday, Wise & C. 
Chee and Ho Chee. He woul endeavour 
to see the matter settle. It had not been 
settled however, amd they asked for res 
titution. The plaintiff knew nothing of 
the eontercts between Messrs, Holliday, 
Wise & Co., and Ho Chee and Knong Chee. 
Atthe time they were made—28th June, 
1898—he had not even established himself 
in business, It was plain that there was a 
mistake and confusion of parties in this 
ease. From the instructions he (Br. 
Phillips) had received it seemed to him 
that plainly the defendants had heen misled 
by their shroff who, he was inclined to 
think, was Ho Chee and Koong Chee. ‘The 
defendants were in an extraordinary 
dilemma. Ho referred to paragraph 5 of 
their answer and to certain correspondence 
between them and their counsel and his 
firm. They contended that the persons 
they knew were Ho Chee and Koong 
Chee. ‘They recognised nobody else. Bist 
some days ago they hrought an action in 
the Mixed Court against th- shroff who 
had sold those goods to the plaintiff, call- 
ing on him to take up certain contracts he 
had entered into and desiring that Ho 
Chee and Koong Chee should be found. 
Enquiries had been futile. The defendants 
did not know whore these men wereand yet 
they were the persons to whom they looked 
to carry out the whole of their contricts, 
He thought it was obvious thar their shroff 
had himself entered into the contracts 
under the names of Ho Chee and Kong 
Chee. ‘The contention of the sefen- 


as. Koong 























dants was that, cither his client was 
Ho Chee and Koong Chee or that 
he stood in the place of those 


persons, that he had made payments on 
their account, and that he had adopted 
their contracts. Mr. Phillips went on to 
state that the bank orders and other 
documents bearing on the case were in- 
scried with the name of Pao Hung Hong. 
He said finally that he inade no reflection 
fon the honour and integrity of the defen 
Gants, whose reputation would refute any- 
thing’of the sort. It was obvious that a 
mistake had boon made, and the firm, or 
those responsible for its ‘management, hind 
been misled. His clients were innocent 
purchasers, who had paid their money 
and were entitled to a return, 

‘The calling of the evidence in support 
of Mr. Phillips’ statements was proceeded 
with, Nien Pao-cheng, the plaintiffs’ shrof 
bore out in his evidence the story already 
told of the visits of the defendants’ shroff. 
He also spoke of the delivery of, and 
payment for 160 cases, and of the payment 
for but non-delivery of the remaining 140. 
He was examined and cross-examined on 
details in connection with the documents of 
the case. 

Chao Kuo-wah, the sole proprietor 
of the Pao Hung Hong, said he knew 
of the purchases in question and of the 
conditions under which they were made. 
Ho also spoke of his interview with Mr. 
Hutchison, and corroborated what had 
been by Mr. Phillips. As to what 
had passed between him and the defend- 
ants? shroff he said that the shroff had told 
him that the firm who guaranteed him had 
closed and his money was going towards 
the guarantee. However, he would try to 
see that matter settled. 

Hsii Yung-cho was last called, merel 
reference to the delivery of certain native 
bank orders. 

‘Phis closed the case for the plaintiffs, 
and the farther hearing of the suit was 


adjourned. 
27th October. 

Mr. McNeill opened for the defen- 
dants. The case came before the Court 
as commercial case always should, he 
said, without any undesirable _allega- 
tions on either side. The plaintiffs 
did not appear to suggest that the 
defendants were chargeable with any- 
than obstinacy, and a 
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admitted that they sere obstinate, but.main- 
tained that they were right. If they Were 
mistaken, however, they would have the 
decision ‘of the Court to guide them in 
the future. The case, he submitted. had 
heen put on its lowest level, which was 
that of a claim for breach of contract. 
The defendants, however, regarded it as 
of considerably more importance. Tt 
avolved a principle which went to the 
-y root of the dealings between foreign 
and Chinese firms. Mr. McNeill pro- 
cexiled to review the evidence and the 
pleadings which had been brought in 
support of the plaintiff’ caso. He touched 
on the fuct that uo allegations had heen 
made of any misleading conduct on the 
part of the defendants, and announced his 
willingness to accept ax good the pos- 
ity—mentioned by Mr. Phillips—that 
defendants’ shroif was himself Ho 
Chee. Also he laid 
strass_on the fact that in his evidenes the 
proprietor of Pao Hung Hong had stated 
that in his previons deilings with foreign 
firms he had had written contracts. As 
to the statement of the plaintifis’ shrof 
that he had called on Messrs, Holliday, 
Wise & Cv., seen Mr. Kaye, and nacned 
himself ns" representing the Pao Hone 

he (Me. McNeill) would call 
co to say that such a revelation of 
y way never made at all. Ort 
this evidence for the plaintiff, how- 
ever, was based a certain, claim for 
the ‘specific performance of the contract 
in the first place. Whatever else was 
possible that was not—the rule was clear 
enough on that point. ‘The alternative 
claim was for the return of Tis, 633 with 
interest. But this was a claim only put 
forward on the lines that there had been 
a rescission of the contract, and here it 
was joined to another claim depending 




















on the continuance .of the contract. ‘The 
defendants’ answer was somewhat in 
this wise, As regarded tho actual con- 





tract they would bring evidence to show 
that this so-called shruff of the de- 
fendant firm was not a shroff in the 
general sense of the word, but went under 
th inct appellation of “inacket shroff,”” 
which he could not define better than as 4 
collector of indents. He was, in fact, » 
broker under « retainer, who went about 
and brought in persons desirous of doing 
business. He never had authority to make. 
any contracts whatever. Furthermore, 
whereas his first connection with the 
plaintiffs took place on the 7th March, he 
had on the last day of February, ceased to 
be the defendants’ market shroff, and they 
had told him that they would no longer 
accept any business brought in by him ae 
broker. Therefore the defendants said that 
there had been no contract at all. ‘The 
serious question, however, was the return 
of the money, and it was in connection 
with that that’ the defendants considered 
the case as of importance. The defendants 
said that.the whole of their business with 
Chines was done upon written contracts. 
No business whatever was put through by 
tho firm with Chinese under other condi- 
tions. ‘The system of business was this: 
The broker brought in a person wishing to 
make @ contract as to a certain class of 
goods. A contract was made out and then 
the broker had to get the chop of the 
Chinese firm. The contract was issued in 
two parts, abd that which bore the chop 
was returned to the firm, while the other 
portion wasretained by the Chineve. “When 
jelivery was taken a person came along 
who might or might not be an einployee of 
the Chinese firm. He might be anyone in 
the world, but he was vouched for by the 
fact that he brought with him the contract 
for the goods. ‘The contract uot being 
with « particular person but with a name 
or chop, the delivery took place to the 
name or chop. The delivery order which 
was made out bore the name which was 
on. the contract, and the only thing 











‘Tho defendants | requiring te be done then was the pag. 
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ment of the money. The paynsent was 
made to the money shroff, who was 
engaged by the compradore of the 
firm, and who acted asa sort of till. In 
this case, however, the till could record 
the amount paid in writing, eunld test 
the goodness of what ‘ns brought in, 
and could keep track. of the people 
who paid, so that if the orders turned 
out to be valueless, there might be a 
remedy agninst ther, fe submitted that 
the receipt of raoney by the money 
shroff and the recording of the amount 
gave the perso's who paid no more right 
against the fem than hada person who, 
having paid q sum of money to a vendor 
of gonds o'4 a friend’s behalf, and r-ceived 
ny retur'a, had against that vendor. All 
the firm jin the present case cared for 
Was that being bound to deliver yoods 
AgrAnst a certain contract in a certain 
Jane they received payments for the 
goods, They did not recognise the right 
of the Pxo Aung Hong to come between 
them and the other party to the contract 
and say “Oh, we paid the money and you 
Tiust deliver ux the goods or pay tho 
money back.” ‘The money had been paid 
in as against the names of Ho Chee and 
Koong Chee, and the firm felt that they 
were entitled to keep it. In view of this 
system of business between the defendant 
firm and Chinese the fact that the plaintitis 
had paid in money did not give them any 
right to recover it against the defendants, 
It might give them a right, in case they 
had been misled by the defendant's shroff 
‘or any otlior person, to recover against that 
person. He was going to call the evidence 
of Chinese dealers, who would say that 
when a contract was made between a 
foreign firm and a Chinese, the firm had 
only to look to the name ou the contract. 

Soey Chong, proprietor of the Soey 
Chong Hong, ssid he had done business 
with the defendant firm and other foreign 
firms. Ho always had a written contract, 
If a Chinese came to him, represented 
that he was calling on behalf of a firm, 
and wished to‘sell him goods he would 
call upon the firm to see that all was 
right. The written contracts were the 
ouly things binding on both parties, 

Tn cross-examination he sxid it had 
always been the custom to have written 
contracts. Verbal contracts were only 
made among Chinese, not with the foreign 
firms. 

Lan Zoo, proprietor of the Lan Zoo Hong. 
also dealt’ with the firm aud others and 
always had written contracts. If a Chinese 
came to him as had been described he 
would want to know whut sort of man he 
was. If he had bought goods from a 
Chinese who was under contract with » 
foreign firm, and those goods were not de- 
livered, his ‘remedy would he, not against 
the firm, but against the Chinese. ‘The 
written contract. was the only thing bind- 
ing on both parties. 

Mr. McNeill—Do yon consider that a 
foreign firm having ‘a contract with » 
Chinese is bound to take note of any deal- 
ings between that Chinese and others ? 

Witness—No. 


Cross-examined—He had never bought 
any gonds already in Shanghai from foreign 
merchants on a verbal contract. 

This evidence was practically repested 
by Chuin Chong, another large Chinese 
dealer. 

Mr. P. C. Phillippo, an assistant to 
Messrs. Holliday, Wise & Co., followed. 
He told of the market. shroff coming to 
him with a statement that Ho Chee und 
Koong Chee wished to do business, and 
stated that he made out the contracts, He 
was hot certain whether the men men- 
tioned came with the shroff. At any rate 
if he did not see them then he had not 
seen them since. He corroborated the 
statement that the firm always did business 
by written contracts, 









































Cross-examined—He did not suggest 
that the plaintiff was Ifo Chee and Koong 
Che 

Mr. C. B. Kaye, an assistant in charge 
of the delivery of gouds, was next called. 
He told at considerable length, of the 
method of i-suing delivery orders, ‘and said 
that in no case had he any concern with 
anything but the name or chop, 

Cross-examined—He did not know what 
other firms did in the matter. Nobody 
had represented to him, when certain of 
the goods in question had heen cleared, 
that this was done by Pao Hung Hong. 
He was unaware of this fact until these 
proceedings were taken. As to the 
mention in Chinese of the name of the 
Hong on‘ the backs of three delivery 
orders concerned he took no notice of 
that. It did not concern him to find out 
what was written in this way. 

‘Mr. H.D. Hutchison, manager ofadepart- 
ment of the defendants’ business, said that 
when he returned to Shanghai in December 
Inst, he noticed the xccounts standing in 
the names of Ho Chee and Koong Chee. 
He found that all did not seem to be right 
with these xccounts, nor was he satisfied 
with several of the market shroff's clients, 
and accordingly he gave instructions that 
further delivery was to be stopped. On the 
28th of February the shroff was discharged, 
‘At this time witness had no knowledge of 

nyone called Pao Hung Wong. 

Cross-examined—He did not advance 
any suggestion on the question of verbal 
contracts. He only knew that the general 
system was to have written contracts, 
The defendants did not concern them- 
selves with the matter of who cleared the 
goods. Neither did they mind who paid 
the money. His instructions as to the 
stopping of delivery certainly did not also 
PrOMibie the receiviag of money. 

Mr. Phillips—Do you think you have a 
right to apply that payment to any parti- 
cular contract of Ho Chee and Koong Chee. 

Witness—I think we had a perfect right 
to do so, ant to retain the money. Co 
tinuing he said that when the proprietor 
of the plainti®t Hong called on him he told 
him that the only persons they knew were 
Ho Chee and KoongChee. He also said that 
the plaintiffs must settle it with the pe 
sons from whom they had bought. 

After an xdjournment Mr. | McNeill 
urged that it was or should have been in 
the knowledge of the plaintiffs that the 
contract into which they entered was with 
Chinese and not a foreign firm. If the

Such a statement 
seemed to him extremely weak, improb- 
able, aud inconsistent as hardly to be worth 
discussion. He referred to the payment of 
the Tis. 633 in question and urged that the 
defendants could not arbitrarily appro- 
priate that payment in regard to otter 
contracts. ‘The plaintiff was entitled to a 
return even if he were Ho Chee and Koong

R. v. Carvey. 

This was a summons for assault brought 
against Thomas Cairney, a sub-contractor 
in the building of the new Chinese Water- 
works, by Lee Ah+tai 

The complainant said that on Saturday, 
the 21st instant, he and some other men 
were employed in Inying some waterpipes 
near the Chinese Bund, when defenstant 
struck one of the workmen, The com- 
plainant told him he should not do this, 
and the matter apparently dropped. About 
an hour later, however, the defendant 
returned and without a ‘word struck the 
complainant in the face, knocking him 
down. 

A native named Yuen Ping was called in 
corroboration of this, and said that the 
blow was not proveked by avy had lane 
guage from the complainant, 

‘The defendant said thet he had given 
complainant some directions as to work, 
whereupon the latter told him to mind his 
own business, and abused him violently. He 
struck him, but only under this provocation. 

Mr. G. 8. Fowler, engineer in charge, 
gave avidence in support of this. 

His Honour sxid he had no doubt 
abusive language had been used and dis- 
missed the case, 

R. v, Nenarw Sivan. 

Nerain Singh, « Sikh, was charged with 
being drunk and disorderly in Yangtsepoo, 
and with violently assaulting Hera Singh 
with a chopper and bamboo at the Ewo 
Cotton Mills. 

‘The ovidence was to the effect that the 
prisoner was very drunk, and that he 
went to the mills and hammered at the 
gute with a bamboo, though told to go 
away. He struck the watchman with a 
stick, and was then uway taken away by 
two foreigners. He came back again, 
however, this time with a chopper, and 
struck the watchman, breaking his arm. 

The defendant said he had been drinking 
and eating with the watchman, who was 
also drunk, He remembered nothing about 
the assault, but said he had been struck 
and had a serious wound on the knee, 

His Honour said that if the man had 
not come back he might have dealt leniently 
with him, He had dispayed a malicious 
intention, however, and must go to prison 
for three weeks, and also pay the costs and 
$5 for the interpreter's fee.

‘The license had not been 
obtained, and, acting on information re- 
ceived the Inspector visited the ‘place on 
‘Thursday last, at night time. He found 
there five milch cows and a coolie engaged 
in milking them, ‘The coole told him the 
cows belonged to Nudaan Singh, and when 
questioned ax to what they did with the 
milk, said they threw it away. ‘The place 
proved to be clean, but there was no proper 
water supply, and the drainage would be 
the better for some attention, It was re- 
quired by the Regulations that such a 
place should be provided with filtered 
water and should be approved by the Officer 
of Health, When the Inspector told the 
defendant that he must get a licence he said 
he would. Some time back he had applied 
for one, but had been refused on account 
of tho condition of the place, 

Following this was the evidence of a 
Chinese detective, a Chineso policeman, 
and a hawker tothe effect that they had 
seen the defondant carrying milk in pails 
und bottles, from his dairy. 

‘The defendant maintained that this milk 
was used only hy himself, and certain 
friends of his, and not sold. "He maintain- 
ed this also in his defence. 

His Worship said: it was 
him that the defendant had been dealing 
with the milk. He fined him $15 and 
ordered that tho costs of the summons 
should be taken out of the fine. 

The prisoner signified that he desired to 
appeal.

PEBOR GOODS.—It in really begining to, look as though business bad finishéd for the Season, from tho apathetic manner of the 
denlers at present, The past sreek has certainly: broken the record for the smallness of the transactions that have taken place,, at ¢his 
time-of the year, either fr -éd-by* the fairly good clearances of former purchases, 
though these are showing signs of falling off. ' The dearness of money continues to harass the trade and is accountable to some extent 
for the dulness of the maiket, at the same time the dealers are no donbt well eupplied with goods that they had’ bought to 
arrive at quite reasonable ices, compared to what is red now for fresh business. A few Importers are in the enviable 
position of holding cheap ‘bought cargo nnd are hiding their time until prices get more on a par with those ruling xt home. As yet 
the country has'had-very little necessity to feel the rise that hasttaken place at the producing centres, but the supply of low cost 
goods must be toon running out, and then will 4ve the time’to see the effect on consumers. The genoral impression is that the demand 
will be much curtailed, bat it is diffioalt to ses-what is to take:the place of Cotton goods for clothing, as the values of Silk and Skins 
have likewite advanced very appreciably. 

The only market that shown any life is Curroo, which, however, is only a small, consumer at the best of times; but there is 
certainly an improved enquiry from thence, for AMERICAN goods more particularly. The drought is still the exouse for the quietness of 
the Trextsry buyers, though it is sxid the stocks there are running down, but still they refrain fcom buying. .NzwoxWwawa 1s expected 
to be.closed in about three weeks abd. is. still «much -troubled-with.the plague; which has. apparently had the effect of curtailing the 
ateamer trafic with' that port, somewhat to .the: inconvenience of.the .tnide.
